nal; which contains the moji material_ 
things that happen d during that Period^ 
and tbofe Circumfiances that did not fall 
direSlly und^r my Obfervation^ I have 
taken Care to 'Calleif from the mojl au- 
thentick Accounts I could procure. It is 
through -want of Care in this Particular^ 
that in many ancient j and in fame modern 
Hi Tories, ive are fo much at a Lofs about 
the Dates and Circumjlances relating

even to the mofi remarkable Events 5 and 
in theje a JlriSl Regard ought to be paid 
to fo memorable^ as well as melancholy a 
Series of TranfaSlions as this Hijiory con-^ 
tain^ carried on by a Set of Men whofe 
defperate Fortunes j and unreafonable Pre- 
judices^ made them fit Infirumentsfor our 
common Enemy to work upgn^ delude^ and 
at la/i engage to join them in diftrej/ing 
the Nation^ endeavouring to depofe the 
King, and fet on the Thrme of thefe 
Realms an abjured Pretender; bred up 
and inftrtiSled in Popijlo Superfiitiony a^id 
Arbitrary Principles j to the utter Sub- 
verfion of our Religion^ our Laws, our 
Liberties and Properties ; the very Name 
whereof had they fucceededy had been ex^ 
tinSiy— — for France, to defign^ and do 
its utmoft to effeSl all this Mifchief had^ 

been no Wonder -y buty that any of 

our Fellow-SubjeSlSy and ProtefiantSy 
(who could not be ignorant or infenfible of 
the cruel Spirit of Popery y and intolerable 
Toke of Defpotick Poaver -, and had tafted 
the Sweets of Liberty ; and jhared all the 
Advantages of a mild and legal Govern^ 
menty) jhould be fuch Traitors to their 

Countryy 
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Country y as to ajjifl the common Enemy in 
enjlaving and bringing it under a foreign 
Jurifdihion^ is Matter oj fTonder; and 
what can fear ce be parallelled in Hi flory^ , 

The Barbarians indeed that oiver-ruu 

your Country^ where like the ant lent Goths, 

intrepid, bold, and darings innur'd to 

Hardjhips and Fatigues from their In^ 

fancy \ and what i\ flill more, headed by 

Men of defperate Fortunes, to whom they 

paid an implicit Obedience-, hut, that 

they, who were fo fmall a Number, and 

fome of them unarm' d,* Jhould penetrate fh 

far into this Kingdom, is what future 

j^ges, when they read of it, will hold in 

Derifion : However, if it is conjider'd, 

that at that "Titne^ the Nation was dejli-^ 

tuteof its chief Defence, our Troops, with 

their brave Commander, being then a-» 

broad', a Rebellion and Invafion bad 

been long laugkt out of Countenance by 

the Prcjumptionof the Malecon tents, nay^ 

even many of his Majeftfs beji Friends, 

fome of high Dignity, were fallen into a 

Lethargy of Dijbelief as to that Monfter 

Rebellion ever appearing among us -, our 

Nation 
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Nation not only undifciplind as to jirms^ 
but thro' a long Peace and great Plenty^ 
undifciplin^d alfo as to the more noble Ex- 
ercifes of the Mind^ Sobriety ^ Tiemperance^ 
true Virtue and Publick Spirit ; torn in 
Pieces by Ambition and FaSlion among 
the Greats and in all Degrees of Life y by 
an Abufe of the moji extenftve Liberty^ 
and beji Government ever People were 
blefs'd with : When we confder that ma^ 
ny Jacobites had been lavip of Promifes 
to the Scots Rebels^ who repaid the de-^ 
luded, unthinking Englifh, who join'd 
them^ by forcing them tojlny at Carlifle, 
where the Confequence .mufl be that Mar- 
tyrdom which they beaded of when they 
found it unavoidable : Add to this^ that 
the , French, our inveterate Enemy ^ re-- 
markable for Deceit ^ P erfidioufnefs and 
every Art of Political Villainyy even when 
viedi fating againft iiSy folemnly denying it, 
and forming an ExpeSiation of Jinijhin^ 
their Conquejt of Flanders when our brave 
Troops were drawn thence-, when thefe 
Things are confider'd our Wonder infome 
Degree ceafes. But if you would conti- 
nue to defer ve the Name of Britons, unite 

in

in ihe vigorous IXeftnce of y^r iMetHes 
^tnd your Cmntry. Be: not amus'd wrth 
P<irty^Names^ mr let any DiftinBitm 
jfhr4be future fubjift umong uSy but, that 
of fuch as are\ or are not FrUnds to out 
King^ our Country^ and the Froteftant 
Religion^ and Enemies to France nnd 
Slavery, Popery and Bigotry, for ifi 
Proportion as we are good SubjeSts and 
truly virtuouSy we jhall recover our 
former Honour ^ and yet become a Scourge 
to France. 

To conclude^ I Jfove taken Qfre through 
the whole of my Uiftory^ to relate Fobs 
with the greateji Perjpicuity and ExaSl-^ 
nefs ; and will only add, that when the 
Nation became rouT^dfrom its Lethargy y 
never was there (i greater Spirit of Love 
and Loyalty than appeared amongfl all 
Ranks of People, (fome Male-contents ex- 
cepted;) which plainly Jhews that his Ma-^ 
jeftyKing George reigns in the Hearts of 
all his faithful SuhjeSls. I hope that great 
Example of theirs willjpread its Influence y 
through the Dwellings of the DifaffeSledy 
and convince tbem^ {and fuch as are of 

un-^ 
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yinfet}lei OpntMi andl Pr^aJt'ees) that 
"it wouia he a wife Part in them to dif- 

countenance all Papijh Im^ofterSj and de- 
fend to the laft Drop of their Blood 

that illufiriQUi and heroick Family y by 

•which hind Providence has made us a free 

and haffy Peppk. > 
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IS foon ai a War broke out 
' upon the Continent;the7r;VS 
1 arid Siots Patizans of tne 
[ Cbivalitr^ at the Court of 
Mtdriii^ judged it a fit Op- 
portunity to put their Scheme of Rebel- 
lion into Practice, and propofed an Irvm- 
fion both in Ireland and Scotland^ pre- 
tending they had very clear and good 
Proofe, of a ftrong Spirit of Difcontent, 
working in both Countries; fo that with 
a fmall foreign Force a Revolution might 
with Probability of Succefs be attempted. 
This 



This was very well received at Rome, 
the elded Son of the Chevalier de St. 
George having ftudied for fome Years 
every thing he thought requifite, to fur- 
nifti himfelf for an Expedition of this 
Nature: But perhaps it had not taken ^ 
EfFe<9: fo foon, if his future ScGfttafy 
Mr. Murray had not reported to thim, 
that it was eafy to raife the Clans, if he 
could be fure;*of any Affiftance from 
France. At this very Time the Spa- 
fiiards were employed, in driving th6= 
French into a War declared againft us ^ 
and Cardinal Aquaviva^ being let into 
the Secrets of the Cfjevalier's Intelli- 
gence, undertook that bis Catholick Ma- . 
jefty fliould make a Point of this like- 
wile, and oblige France to take a Part 
in this Schemei and grant Prince Ed-- 
ward fuch Succours as nught appear re- 
quifitp for carrying his intended Invafion 
into immediate Execution. But upon 
Application to the G)urt of Verfailles, 
many Difficulties arofe^ for feveral of' 
the Fr^«r/& Minifters being perfwaded- 
they had already more upon their Hands 
than they could well manage, vehement- 
ly 
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ly oppofed adding a new and expenfivc 
Project, to thofe with which they were 
perplexed before. But there were three 
Terfons in the Council of that King- 
dom determined • to fupport this Difpou- 
tion from very different Motives, who, 
though they did not avow, it publick- 
ly, were however determined to bring 
it about. Cardinal Tencin owed his Hat 
to the Chevalier, and wwis always his 
declared Partizan. M. de Saxe had an 
irreconcilable and hereditary Hatred to 
be gratified by this Meafure. And M. 
de Belleijle judged it agreeable to his ge- 
neral Syftem ; the Bafis of which was, 
that the more his Majefly*s Affairs were 
embroil'd, the more neceffary his Ser- 
vices would be; and the more, confe- 
quently, himfelf and his Family confi- 

der'd. But though thcfe great Men 

concurred in the Defign, they would ^ 
none of them venture propofing to invit# 
the Chevalier or either of his Sons into 
Trance^ but refolv'd to procure that Step 
being taken without Formality, by the 
Interpofition of Cardinal Aquaviva^ that 
they might afterwards be: ftble to diia- 
vow it, B Ac* 
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Accordingly this Method was* taken, 
and Cardinal Aquaviva follicited the 
Chevalier to conient to his eldeft Son's 
fetting out, even before a formal Invi- 
tation came from Paris-:, — for he vs^as 
fatisfied, that notwithftanding any Ap- 
pearances, the great Men at Court 
might wear, they would be very glad 
to fee and aflift the young Man, who, 
on his Side, was fo defirous of (hewing 
hinifelf, and foconfidentpf Succefs, that 
he never left teazing his Father, (whofe 
Experience made him lefs fanguine,) 'till 
Jhe obtain'd his Confent; but this was 
hot 'till he had certain Advice from France 
that they were meditating an Invafion 
on Englandy which was in the Winter 
of 1743, and then he enter'd on the 
neceflary Preparations. It was the Month 
of February 1 744, before every Thing 
was ready, and the neceflary Remittances 
fixed, in cafe he fhould think proper 
to adl upon his own Plan of going into 
Scotland^ inflead of landing with the 
French Troops, who were on the Point 
of embarking when he left Rome. The 
Manner of his Departure, which was 

entirely 
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entirely in the Italian Strain, and his 
Journey to Genoa ^ where he took up 
Ibme Bills of Exchance, which were 
duly paid, made a fine Italian Piece » 
which was prefcnted to all the Friendj 
of the Family at Rome. 

On his Arrival at Paris he was very 
coldly received, more efpecially by the 
Miniilry ; and the King feemed a little 
furprizcd at the Abrubtnefs of hisAp* 
pearance.— -But notwithftanding this^ 
iomc of the Miniflers^ and the Relatione 
of his Family, welcomed him in another 
Manner, and perfwaded him to gp and 
parade at Dunkirk^ where they vitxt 
lull carrying on the Farce of an Inva- 
lidn J in which he was brought to aft 
his Part, but not without Reludlancy. 
This threw him in fome Meafure out 
with the French Court, who left him 
to mind his own Scheme and Projedl^, 
without any apparent Countenance, afl 
the next Winter. 

By this kind of Management, he fpllt 
his own little Party into Faftions, who 

B 2 ' werfc 
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were as warm in their Debates, as furi-i 
pus in their Contefts, and as much ibur'4 
in their Opinions, by thefe different Sen- 
timents about the Meafuers he was to 
take, as if that all their Projeds had not 

been alike empty and chimerical. ^ 

Thofe who followed him from Rome 
tyere abfolutly moulded by his Inclina- 
tions; they were perfcft Courtiers, had 
nothing: to loofe but their Lives; and 
by baying experienced a long Scene of 
Misfortunes, were grown in fomc Mea^ 
lute "carelefs about them. They magi 
pified the Project, extolled the Courage^ 
iaind hoped mighty Things from the For^ 
June of their Chief) his very Perfon wa$ 
an Army, arid his Prefcnce fufficient to 
make a whole Nation revolt. The old 
Cavaliers, who had remained long in 
Exile in FrancCy and were heartily weary 
of the Ufage they had met with, ran 
very eafily into the fame Way of think- 
ing, and were eager for entering upon 
Adion, But the wifeft Heads, an4 
:cateft Men among them, were in 
intiments^ dircftly oppofite j they faid, 
fee ought well to conlidcr his firft Ex- 

pcdition I 
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pedition ; for if he fail'd in that^ it would 
never be in his Power to make another 5 
that rifking his Perfon was, nothing in 
Comparifofi of rifking his Friends ; and 
that every Meafure he took towards 
railing an unfuccefsful Rebellion, was a 
Step in Favour of his Enemies. The 
latter Party were fo much in Earneft, 
that they applied to the French Court, 
to defire ihey would interpofe 5 and re- 
ceived a Promife to that Ef^a. The 
French Minifters began now to be well 
pleafed to fee Things take this Turn, 
noping he would make a deiperatc At- 
tempt himfelf, at much lefs Expence 
than if abetted by thenS j perfuaded, 
that whether fuccefsfiil or not, he would 
do their Bufineft', and create fuch a'Di- 
fturbance in Britain as might afFcA bur 
J^ublick Credit. 

In Publick therefore, and even undef 
their Hands, they oppofed and difcoun-^ 
tenanccd his Scheme for a^ IhVafidflL 
but privately applauded it, aii^ ej^pfejfcd 
a vaft Confidence in the hie/oidk |>i]^ 
poficion of the young l^retendef,' '^n3i 

B3 ''-': ifia^c 
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made no Scuple of faying, That by 
venturing upon fuch an Exploit, he 
would mrprize his Friends, amaze and 
confound his Enemies, and put the King 
and bis Miniftcrs under a Neceffity of 
owning, affifting, and fupporting him 
for ever. Thus they managed, cheated, 
and betriyed both Parties. 

The Arrival of the Pretender's Son 

in France^ could not but give great Rea- 

fon to fufpedt that fbmething was me- 

jditating there in hU Favour-; nor was 

it long before there appear'd evident 

Signs of an intended Invafion, though,. 

as I have (hewn, this perfidious Court 

pretended to have iio Knowledge of the 

young Chevalier's Journey ; and it was 

^ven fuggefltcd by the French Party in 

'i\Holland^ that M. de Amelot was remov'd„ 

• and difgrac'd, for having given the young 

Adventurer thofe Hopes which drew 

bim into France. 

* 

. However, in fhe Summer of the Year 

.1745, it was known, that fome Prcpa* 

jrations were privately making for an Exr- 

pedition 
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pedition in Favour of the Pretender; and 
•for that Purpofe, an Officer in the French 
Navy raifcd a Company of one hundred 
Meny under Pretence that they were fc^r 
the Baft-' India Company's Service, which 
were ftiled Grajins ck Mer^ and were 
Jiandfomely cloathed in Blue faced wit!i 
Red; (who we have fince had the Plea- 
furc of feeing Prifoners of War at Car- 
lijle.) They were put on board a Fri- 
gate carrying eighteen Gur^s ; and cvery^ 
Thing being now ready, the young De- 
puty Pretender came privately from the 
JJoufe of the Duke de FitT^-James^ ta 
Port Lazare \u Britannyy where on the 
14th of July he embarked with about 
Fifty Scotch and Irijfjy in order to have 
;iailed. round Ireland^ and to land in. 
the North-Wefl of Scotland. This Fri- 
'gate of his was joined o^ Belle- Ifle by 
.tl)e Eli2abetb^ a. Man- of War of fixty 
Guns, tdken from us by the French in 
the laft War, and now extremely well 
mann'd for this Service. In their Paf<- 
iagc they fell in witb a Fleet of Engiijh 
Meccliant-men, under the Convoy of 
three Mea of War^ one of which, viz. 

the 
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the Lion, Capt. Brett, engaged the £//- 
zabeth for nine Hours ; but foon after 
the Engagement began, the Frigate bore 
away, and continued- her intended Voy- 
age. The Elizabeth, when Night came 
on, made all the Sail fhe could to get 
clear, and returned to Brefi, quite difa- 
bled, having her Captain and fixty-four 
Men killed, and one hundred and thirty 
wounded. She had on board a large Sum 
df Money, and Arms for feveral thou- 
f;ind Men^ which were to have been 
landed with the Pretender, for the Ufe 
of hi$ Adherents. As for the Frigate, be- 
forementioned, fhe ftood in for the Coaft' 
oi^Lochabar, and anchored betwixt the. 
Jflands of \^kie and MulL * and there

: * MULL lies in Argftjhin, The Air is tempe- 
rately cold and ixkoiil, being ^qualified with Breezes from

As the Camerons were the moft di- 
ftihguilhed Clan in the Rebel Army, and 
of which the celebrated Mifs Jenny is 
a Branch, I thought it might not be 
improper to give the following Account 
6f them. 

Of the CAMERONS- 

TH E Glan of the Camerons is very 
numerous in Scotland : The pre- 
ilent Lochiely Chief of that Name, pre- 
tends to be lineally defccnded from Hugh 
the firft of that Family, which is of a* 
ix)ut 700 Years (landing. There has 
been a conftant Succcffion of Great Men 
down from the faid Sir Hughy to the 
prefent Lochiel^ famous in the late Re- 
belUon. The Revenue of the Eftate is 
about 500 /. per Annum, exclufivc of 
the Wood there is now on it. Some of 
the Merchants of Whitehaven have of 
late had large Dealings with young L<9- 
chiel for Timber. The 
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Theprefent S\x Hugh Cameron having 
refided long in France and Rome^ is 
ftrongly attached to the Houfe oi Stuart : 
He came over with the Pretender in 
171 5, and went back again with him 
to France. When the late Rebellion 
broke out in 1745, he embark'd with • 
the Chevalier in his Expedition againft 
Scotland ^, where, though he was eighty 
Years of Age, he behaved with fur- 
prizing Activity. As for young La^ 
chiel he was never Abroad with his Fa- 
ther, but lived quietly at Home upon 
his Eftate ; and it is fuppofed he knew 
nothing of the intended Invafion 'till after 
the young Pretender landed in Scotlat^ ^ 
when he received a Summons to i^ife 
the Clan, come at their Head, and 
join the Standard. But young Lochiei 
not liking to meddle in fo dangerous ah 
Affair, delay'd it for the Space of fix 
Weeks, though the young Pretenfdcr, 
and his Father, were all that Time at 
the Houfe of Mac Donald ofKinlock M^'^ 
dart. At laft the young Deputy Prfci. 
tender came to Acnacary^ with abgtit 
fifty Perfons in his Retini!iej together 

with 









s 
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with old Sir Hugh Cameron \ on their 
Arrival the old Gentleman immediately 
fhewed himfelf to his Clan, who were 
overjoy'd to fee their old Chief amongft 
them' again; and the Son had nothing 
left him but to obey his Fatlier's Com- 
mand like his other Vaflals. 

• 

The Clan of the Camerons are about 
eight hundred fighting Men ; there are 
but a few 'Gentlemen of the Name fet- 
Icd in Scotland^ though there is a con* 
fiderable Number of them in the Ser- 
vice of France and Spain. The chief. 
Branch of this Family was Mr. Cameron 
g( Glandeffery, Father of the celebrated 
Mifs Jenny. The Eftate of Glandejfery 
does not- exceed 150/. per Annum, yet 
he can raife very near as many Men as 
his Chief. 

Mr. Cameron was a Gentlemati of 
good Parts, ahd bore a good Character 
in his Neighbourhood : fie beftowed a 
liberal Education upon all his Children, 
but fecmcd lavifli in his Expcnce upon 
Mifs Jenny^ who was his Favourite; 

but 
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but cut of miftaken Tendcrnefs for her^ 
was fo Ibng before he would put her un- 
der- the. Rcftraint which her Education 
required, that iomt Paffions were fufF- 
er'd'to take fo deip Root • in her Mind, 
that neither Time, Care, nor Expence 
could afterwards eradicate. Now Mifs 
muft prepare to go to Edinburgh ior her 
Education; where fhe was put under 
the Tuition of an Aunt of Locbkls^ an 
old Lady of great Prudence and ftri<5t 
Virtue. 

Mifs with fome DifEcuhy was at 
length brought to apply herfelf to her 
Education, in which flie made fo good 
a Progrefs, that in two Years Time (he 
learn 'd to write, to dance, to fpeak 
French y to play upon the Spin net, and 
became a compleat Miftrefs of her Needle, 
She 'Was now j^owii tall and well-ihap'd, 
her' Skin clear, and her ^Features agrec- 
btej fhe had large fparkling Eyes, with 
a wanton Softnefs about them, and fuch 
an alluring Attra^ion, as never fail'd 
to pleafe if they defign'd to make a^ 
CpD^jdeft ; fo that if ftie might hot be

reckon'J a perfeft Beauty, at leaft /lie 
may be allowed to be agreable. Mi(s 
at this Interim was about fixteen Years 
of Age; but not putting a proper Re- 
ilraint on her Inclination, a Difcovery 
came to light thatihe Jbad carried on an^ 
Amour, about Mx Months^ .with oojc^ 
Sawney^ a Footman, wJio having for-^ 
merly liv'd with a Man of Quality, had 
learn'd all the Fa(hionable Vices andFol-^ 
lies of the gay Part of th? Town; this 
Intrigue brought on itsEffedk, and Mifs 
began to be furpriz'd with an uncomr 
mon Alteration in the State of her Health, 
and being ignorant of the jCaufe, made 
Application to her Aunt for Advice, who, 
to her Sorrow, kpew the Difeale too 
well, but had the Prudence not to dis- 
cover it to Mifs, ihe being refolv'4 to^ 
fiqd out the Author of this Misfor-. 
tune; and that very Night i^hejf into^ 
tji9 SCicret:— ^for Mife v^a^ unwarijjj:' 
caught in the Awns of Sofwasy j^^-^tlieri 
News qf which affli^ed her Father.ia ; 
fo aiFeOipg a Mgpner, tha:fc fe? '<^^ to. 
liis Bed, and died c^Qri/^jn, about eight 
Bays aft^r. i5fa»w*fjr>v:^js,ffipt.(n^^ 
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Way — and feme fay, he was violently 
difpatched ;— for he was never heard of 
iifter.

Mifs went atx)Ut two Months longer, 
and then mifcarried, either by Accident, 
or Means- ufed to caufe Abortion ; but 
if the latter^, who to lay it upon muft 
be left. 

Her Mother; and the reft of her Re- 
lations, willing to bury the Scandal flie 
had brought upon them, with one Opi* 
nion, refolv*d to fend her to Frmice^ and 
put her into a Nunnery ; which being 
executed, (he had not long been there 
until other Intrigues began to be afrefii 
formed, notwithftanding the Laws of tlie 
Place laid her under a Reilraint to un--. 

The Favourite 
Father (he pitch'd upon was an InJ}:man^ 
of the Order of St. Francis ^ a Perfon 
much fitter for a Gallant. Mifs had 
not confeflcd many Weeks before fl)e 
found herfelf pregnant by the Church : 
However, her ghoftly Father fupn eas'd 
her of that Burthen by forcing an Alx)r-

tion^ by \vhich (he was near loofingher 
Life; but fefcap'd without Difcovery, and 
Was recover'd enough to appear at the 
Grate. Some Time after her Confcflor 
happened to bring with him an Officer 
belonging to the Irijh Brigade. This 
young Colonel was much charmM with 
the Cbnverlation of Mifs Jennyy and 
proposed to free her from the Cloifttr ; 
to which flie readily confented. The. 
Golonel, who had received Orders to go . 
direiflly for Flanders^ carried her with 
him to the Camp, where ihe arriv'd in 
the Beginning or the Year 17.13,- and 
ct^ntinii'd with him until the Concluiion 
ff the IVcaty of Uirecht^ where he died^ 
; hd-ieft her an odd Sort of a Widow. 

Mifs was now abfolutcly deflitute$ 
her Money, Jewels, and all (lie could ge^j 
together, would not raife above 1 00/. Her . 
Att'airs wc;e in this bad Situation when. 
f}>e r.crldcntally met Sir Hugh Cameron 
of LccUel^ who knew her Misfortunes; ] 
in Scotland^ but was ignorant of her -« 
Tranfadlions in France. He, and fome 
other of thofe Refugees that left the 

Kingdom 
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Kingdom ih the Year 1715, advifed her 
to return to Scotland to hfer Brother 
Mr. Cameron of Gkndeffery. 

About two Years aftfef her Arrival, her 
Brother married, and his Lady and Sifter 
liv'd for ibme Tiirie in the greatcft Har- 
mony, when the Wife becanfie jealous of a 
crkninJl Correl])onderice being carried oh 
betwix^ the Brother and Sifter ; fo that 
continual Jat6 on ihat A<:cocint made Mrs. 
Cameron i Life vbry mifefrable, who died 
in a flxort Time after ; her Hoiband did 
not furvive her long, leaving his eldeft Son 
a Minor, and little better than an Ideot : 
He left Mifs Jenny his Executrix, and 
when he arrived al the Age of Fourteen, 
the Boy himfelf chofe her Guardian to 
his Efhtc, which (he has manag'd ever 
fince; for tho* her Nephew is of Age, yet 
his Irtcapacity is fuch^ thit he cannot 
tranfaift any Bufiliefs, but leaves it entirely' 
to his Aunt. So much for the Hiftorical 
Part of Mifs Jennys Life ^ now Ipro^ 

ceed to known Fafts.

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When the Chevalier Charles, Deputy- 
JPretender, came to LochiePs Houfe, La- 
cbiel fent an Order to Mr, Cameron^ of 
Gkndejf'eryy to faife bis Men and join 
the Family Standard ; Mr. Cameron, in- 
capable of obeying fuch a Summons, his 
Place was fupplied by his Aunt Mifs 
Jenny, who foon got together two Hun* 
dred and fifty Men, and marched at the 
Head of them to the Pretender's Camp : 
She was drefs'd in a Sea-green riding 
Habit, with a Scarlet Lapell, trim'm'5 
with Gold, her Hair tied behirid in loofe 
Buckles, with a Velvet Cap, and Scarlet 
Feather y (he rode on a Bay Gelding, 
deck'd with green Furnirure, which was 
fring'd with Gold 3 inftead of a Whip, 
fhe carried a naked Sword in her Hand,, 
and in this Equipage arrived at the 
Camp. 

A Female Officer was a very extraor- 
dinary Sight, and it being reported to th^ 
young Chevalier, he went out of the 
Lines to meet this Supply ; Mifs Jenny, 
who indeed had feen more terrible Fel- 
lows abroad, rode up to him without the 

leaft 



ieaft Coxicern, and gave him a Soldier- 
like Salute, and thus addrefs'd him,. That 
as her Nephew was not able to attend the 
R^^"^! Standard^ Jhe had rats' d his Meriy 

and brought them to his H hn—s 3 that 

Jke belie*ifd them ready to hazard their 
Lives in his Caufe^ and tho' at prefent 
they were commanded by a Woman^ yet Jhe 
hdp'd they had nothing IVomanifh about 
them ; for Jhe found that fo glorious a 
Cdufe^ had rais d in her Brcaft every man^ 
lyU bought^ and quite extinguiJIS d the IVo- 
man ; what an EffeSl^ then added Jhe ^ muft 
it have on thofe who have no Feminine 
Fear to combat^ and are free from the 
Incuwberance of Female Drefs f Thefe 
Men^ Siry are yours, they have devoted . 
themfelves to your Service ; they bring you 
Hearts as well as Hands \ I can J'ollow 
them no further, but IJIoall pray for your 
Succefs. This Speech, being ended, flie 
ofder'd her Men to pais in Review before 
the Chevalier^ who exprefs'd hirfifelf 
pleas'd with their Appearance, bat much' 
more with the Gallantry of their Female' 
Leader. He conduced her to his Tent, 
and treated her in the moft polite Man- 
ner ; 
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ner ; her Humour was extremely free, 
and as full of Ciiety as if (lie had been . 
but fifteen ; the young Pretender was 
much delighted in her Converfation, and. 
while (lie continu'dintheCamp, hcfpent 
fevieral Honrs with her, and frequently 
caird her Colonel Cameron ; which Name 

flie has chiefly bore ever iince. The 

Succours which {he now brought, and 
the early Affiftance her Family had given . 
him, were fufficient Motives to caiels h«r . 
more than ordinary ; and as to other Obi i- . 
gations he may be under to her, I leave : 
the Reader to imagine. 

She continu'd with the Army 'till 
they rharch'd into En^/and^ and join'd ^ 
them again on their Return to -Rj/^/r A, 
frotii whence the Pretender fled with : 
fo much Precipitation, on the near Ap- , 
proach of his Royal Highnefs the Duke . 
of Cumberland, that he forgot to ^ 
carry off his Female Colonel who was • 
taken Prifoner ; and when I return'd . 
from the Highlands to Edinburgh . ia 
Afov, flie was then a Prifoner in the * 
Caitle. 

The 
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The Pretender being no.w }qu\'d hy 
the whole Clan of the Camerdns oi Lo- . 
chiel, x\\z Mtic Donalds ci Glengary^ the 
Stuarts of Appin^ and feme other of the 
Clans, his Army amounted to about 
two thoufand Men, when, on the 20th 
of Auguli^ he appeared with his Forces 
near Fort William ^ and about' this Time 
difpers'd' many of his Father's Mani- 
fefto'Si ohe of which was dated in ^'JMx 
that plainly fliew'd a Diverfion was then 
intended; another in 1745, declaring 
his Son Regent ; and a Third,, contain- 
ing large Promlfes to the People of Scot^ 
land. Soon after this, two Companies 
of St. Clair'% Regiment fell in with the 
Rebels, wliom they were fent to recon- 
noitre, and were moft of them taken 
Prifbners 5 as was Capt. Sweetenham^ of 
Guije*s Regiment, foon after, but he 
Wiis fcicas'd upon his Parole j after which 
he immediately ported up to London^ 
where he gave the firft and moft diftinft 
Account of the Force, Situation, and 
Defign of thfe Rebels ; who now began 
to think themfelves ftrong enough to 

march 
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march Southward j which they iminc^- 
diately prcpar'd to do; 

Licutenant-Gcneral Sir "John Cope^ Kt; 
of the Batb^ was ar that Time Com* 
mander in Chief of the King's. Forces 
in Scotlandy, and. had the DireAion oi- 
Military Affairs there ; in Purfuance of 
which,, he. dfew together the Troops 
then in that Kingdom, arm'd the Mili^ 
tia, and took what other Precautions he 
thought necefTary, and then judged it 
proper to march Northward^ in or- 
der to find out the Rebels^ expefting. 
to meet with them, at the Chain 5 which' 
is the Name given to the great Road 
leading a-crofs from ForUfVilliam to- 
Inveniefs^ where the. General arrived 
with his Forces -after a'iluiguihg March,v 
but found himfeif difappointed ^ for the 
Rebels inftead of marching through the 
Pafs at Korryerrock^ they took the Way 
over the Mountains, and the firft News 
he heard of them was^ that tliey had 
taken Poffs^flion of Perthy on the 4th o£ 
Septemhery and on the 5th proclaimed 
the Pretender. 

It 
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It was now publickly known, that le- 
veral Rerfons of Diftincftion had join'd 
the Pretender, particularly the Peribn 
caird the Duke of Perth, (Chief of 
the Family of the Drummofidsy and Son 
of the BaxX of Per thy Chancellor of 
Scotland, who foUow'd the Fortune of 
the late King JameSj and was by hixn 
created a Duke in France,) the Marquis 
of T^uUibardini then ftiling himfelf the 
Duke of Atbol^ cldeA Son of the late 
Duke, (but attainted for the Share he 
had in the late Rebellion, ) Lord George 
Nktrray\y his Brother, and feveral others. 

On the 1 1 th they began their March 
for the Firth of Forth^ which they 
croiled on the 13 th, at the Ford of 
J^«c;, in Number about three Thaufand; 
they took their Rout for GlafconVy which 
they fummon'd ; but received no An- 
fwer : The Subflance of their Summons 
J6 as follows^:

Leeky, Sept. 15, 1745. 
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On the r4tth they direfted theji^f,iyr3.VclJi, 
Efaffiward, 'towards' Edinburgh)^ wliich 

they 
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they enter'd on the 1 7th, being not only 
invited but foliicitcd thereto by the Ja^ 
cobites in and about that City, ^o well 
knew that the well-aifedted Inhabitants 
would have baffled any Attempt upon it, 
if they had got the fencing of the City 
finished, and the thoufand Men levied 
and trained, who were to be raifed 
by the voluntary Subfcription. Befides 
thefe, five Hundred of tne chief Inha- 
bitants of the City, Lawyers, Writers, 
Phyficians, and even Divines, took up 
Arms for the Defence of the Town. 
About twenty-three Patteraroes, and Ship 
Guns, were placed at the Gates and on 
the Baftions of the City- Walls. Thefe 
Volunteers, &c. continued under Arms 
all Sunday Night, and likcwife on Mon^ 
day, 'till Five o'Clock in the Afternoon; 
at which Time Gardiner'^ and Hambie- 
ton's Dragoons retired from Colt-bridge, 
towards Muffelburgb, on the Approach 
of the Van-guard of the Rebels, who 
put the Inhabitants of the City into fomc 
fmall Confufion, imagining that the 
whole Body of the Rebels were ap- 
proaching. However, the Volunteers, 

D i^c. 
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&€. continued under Arms, waiting fbr 
Orders to take their rcfpciftive Statiom ; 
which tliey were rcfolv'd to defend to the 
laft. 

At this Time, fevcral Pcrfong prefent- 
cd a Petition to die Provoft^ dpfirigig tb^t 
a Meeting of the. Inhabitants m^h(. Ijnc 
caird) toconfider, whether .thfey^ho^4^ 
iknd out^ or ddiver ujp th^ City. X]ie 
Fire-Bell was accordingly rurig.j: which 
the Perfons under Armfe tpok ay a Sig- 
nal for bringing them to the Place '^f 
Rendezvous, and inuncdiatdy dn^w yp, 
headed by their OfHcers ; and the M^* 
ing intended for the fobabitants/inM.^e 
new Kirk-Iflc, wasj fijikd imnsiediftjc^y 
with Perfons who bad been ftrolling io 
the Streets, many of them difijSedted -^ 
the Govcnuneat. 

In this Meeting, a Letter fro«ir die 
Chevalier was prd&ntcd, intiniatingiMs 
Intention tso enter the City; im ^e 
feaderthcreof was fopo intemiptod, i»pd 
the Queftion vput. Whether, the TOwn 
vvus orri^mat tenable? Jon^e 4l£iiiasiji9g 

that 
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that the Dragoons had left them ; and 
others that it was falfe, and that they 
were ready to defend the City to the laft, 
if required.— ^ In the mean Time, tha 
Secretary at War acquainted them. That 
he had an OrSer frdm the General to 
requeft, that the two Regiments of Dra- 
goons might entefr the City, if the In- 
habitants defir'd it.—*- This occafion'dj 
fbime w^rkn Debates y wketi a Gentle-^ 
man, who had been prefttnjt at a Coi>il^it> 
of War feme Days before^ ^rted, 
that the general Opinion of the Officers 
was, chat the City was riot tenable, and 
that bringing tne Dragoons into it, 
Would be cooping them up to their Dc- 
ilrudion. Immediately tne Vote Wa^ 
put, Whcthi* to receive the Dragoons, 
or not ? when it pafled in the Negative ; 
and {o they went and joined General 

No Orders being given what Part the 
Volunteers (hould aft, thev delivered 
their Arms into the Caftle ; the Gover- 
nor of which fen t for the Cannon, on 
the Walls and Gates, to be brought into 

D2 the 
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the Caftle, or nailed up ; but for Want 
of Orders from fome Pcrfon in Town, 
they could not be carried away, and fo 
fell into the Rebels Hands. 

At this Time, Sir yohn Cope was at 
Invernefs^ from whence he difpatch'd 
Orders Southward, for Tranfports to be 
fent to Aberdeen^ where he embark'd his 
Men, and on the i6th of Stpteniber 
entered the Harbour of Dunbar^ at 
which Place he landed his Men the next 
Day, as he did alfo on the 1 8th his Ar-. 
tillery. Here he received Advice of the 
City of Edinburgh being in the Hands 
of the Rebels, which it was filfpedled 
the Prov—Jl had treacheroully deliver'd 
up to them the i6th in the Evening; 
for about Five the next Morning, the 
NetherbcW'Port being opcnd to let in 
.a Coach, the Rebels entered at tlie ikme 
Time, without the leaft Refiftance ; fo 
that fome of the well-afFedted became a 
Prey to their Enemies. General Gueji 
had retir'd into the Caftle with a fmaU 
Number of regular Troops > the Bank» 

and 
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and' mofl ' of the Publick Offices being 
removed into that Fortrefs before. 

Brigadier Fowke^ with Hambletons and 
Gardiner's Dragoons, having jv;in'd Sir 
j^bn Cope's ArnFiy, they on the 1 9th, 
march'd from Diinhar^ and tncamp'd 
that Night on the Weft Side oi Had- 
dwgtoH : The next Morning early, they 
coutinu'^ th^ir M^^<^K ^^^ ^" ^ Eveci''* 
iag reached Prejion-Pans. The Re^ls 
having got a good Supply of Arms, atul 
what e^e tbi^y wanted at Edit}buygk^ 
and tjheir Army being j^w augmented 
to five thpufand Men, they march 'd out 
of the City^ to engage the King's Troops. 
General Cope had np iopner pit(;h!d op* 
a Piece of dround, ap4 got bis little 
Aittiy ffxm'^ ^n the Rebels appeared 
on the high Ground to the South oi 
him. He thereupon form'd a full Front 
to theirs, when the Armies ^d^aog'd 
ieveral Huz^a's, andp rpbpbly from tjbqf 
not liking, opr Piipoiii^ion, th^y bog^ 
io alter iSai^iK own, gjod Qiade a larg^ 
JE)6tachme«it of their Lf^fjL tpw^tds Pnr 
/w, fts iniky tc fupjips'd, i» fllfdcr to 
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take us in Flank, their Number being « 
fuperior to ours. The General, with- 
feveral of his Officers, having upon this • 
reconnoiter'd their Defign, immediately 
order 'd the Front to be chang'd,. form- 
ing our Right to the Sea, and our Left. 
where the Front had been : This Dif- 
pofition difappointed their Projeft of tak- 
ing us in Flank ; and that Part of their 
Army immediately countermarched.—- 
From this Change of theirs, we were 
again oblig'd to take new Ground. The 
Night coming on, and the Enemy (ii^ 
near, we lay on our Arms, and in th^^ 
Night, with a Train of fix Pieces of^ 
fmall Cannon, threw ibme Shot amongft 
an advanced Party of theirs, who had 
taken PofleJSion of the Church- Yard of; 
Tranent^ that lay between their Front* 
and ours. 

The Forces under Sir Jobn Cope werc^ 
Major- General Hi7/»/7/m's and Colonel 
Gardiner" h Dragoons ; Lieutenant- Gene* 
ral Gui/e*s, Colonel Lee's, Colonel Mur-^ 
ray's^ Colonel La/celle's, and the Earl. 

of LfiidQffs Regiments of Foot ^ but oC 

* thcfc. 
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thcfe, there was only 6nc com pleat : A 
great Number of Volunteers from Edin-- 
burgh and other Places ofler'd to join 
them ; but Sir John Cope refas'd their 
Afiiftance for fear of confiifing his Men. 
About Three in the Morning, it being 
very dark, our Patroles could fcarce 
perceive any Motion they made, every 
Thing (eemed fo quiet : But about this 
Hour, the Patroles reported them to- 
be in full March, in great Silence, to-' 
wards the Eaft ; at Four they reported; - 
that they were continuing their Maych^ 
^j[orth*^ft. From this it appear-d they* 
^ffifign'd to attack our Left Flank with' 
their main Body 5 and upon the Gene-* 
ri3il*s being inforrh'd that this was thei^' 
Intention, he ordered the Difpofition to- 
be chang'd, by which he brought our* 
Front to theirs, and fecur'd our Fknki^ 
by feveral Dykes on our Right, towards 
Tranent, with our Left Flank ihclimhe 
ta the Sea. The Moment this Difpo-* 
fkioti' was compleated, three largft Bodiea- 
in Columns, of their pick'd-out Higll-*^ 
landers, can^^ on with great Swiftnell^A 
and the Column which was ad^ancing> 
'-'' towards 
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tft wards our Right, where our Tfain wa?i 
p')ftcd, after receiving our Difcharges, 
ahn 'ft in an Inftant^ and before Day 
appeared, fciz'd the Train, and threw 
into the utfhofl Confuiion a Body of 
about one Hundred Foot which the Ge-: 
neral had pofted there to guard it. AU 
Kndcavuurs, in every Shape, weref tried 
by him, Brigadier Fowkt, the E^rULoU" 
dm and Hume^ and the Otficers about 
them, to remedy this Diforder, but ijt 
vain. This unhappily, with the Fiff 
made (though a very irregular ortc) by 
the Highland Column on our Righ^ 
where Gardiner's Dragoons were pla^^ 
put that Regiment in great Diforder. 
their Horfes taking Fright at the firft 
Fire ; however their Officers rallied them 
again, and as they were returning along* 
fide of Lord Granges Park-Dyke^ kl 
order to charge again, an Ambuftadt 
of the Rebels gave? them : a fecond Fift, 
which made them neel, and . ride quite 
off : HamBIeton's Di'agoobs followed tfacir 
Example, and went off likewife, TJiie 
Foot not being lupported hy the Houfi^^ 
^yrpi% ifarpriz''d^ somI thmWn ioto Coii* 

fuiioD 
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fufion in their Turn -, they firing top, 
ioon, and their Bayonets not fix'd, the 
Rebels fell furioufly upon them. Sword 
in Hand, and being furrounded, about 
two hundred of them were killed, and 
about one Thoufand made Prifoners, — 
Lord Loudon's Regiment being plac'd 
with General Cope's Baggage, as a Body 
of Rcfervc, were fallen upon next ; they 
behaved well, gave the Rebels a fmart 
Fire, which kilPd many of them 5 but 
being ovcrpowcr'd by Numbers, they 
were oblig'd to furrender Prifoners , and . 
the Field Pieces and Bageage were all 
taken* The Earls of Loudon and Hume^ 
after rallying the Dragoons, went off 
with them to Lauder y and from thence 
the next Day to Berwick. Brigadier 
Fowke^ and Colonel Lajcelles came back 
to Dunbar y and Sir John Cape went tO; 
Berwick,^— ^T\i\s is by fome call'd the 
Battle of PreJIon-PanSy from the Place 
near it, which takes its Name from the 
Number of Salt-Pans there i but it is 
more properly ftil'd the Battle of Glaidf- 
muir^ fince that was the Field of Battle, 
being a wide barren Heathy about feven 
MUcs Eaft of £^«^«rgi6. Bfe^ 
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Before I conclude this unfortunate 
Affair, I will only oblerve, that not- 
withftanding our Soldiers were itttick 
with fuch a Pan nick as occafion'd them 
to a<ft beneath the Digmty of the Cauie 
in which they were engag'd ; yet it is 
univerfally allowed, that all their Offi- 
cers did their Duty, and well fupported 
the Honour of that Gharadler d^e to true 
Britons*^ in particular, it wHl be (Sdiiig 
Jtrillice to the Merit of the bravfc GoT 
Qardimr^ to ivj^y that he did ail 1^ 
couki ht e9tpea:ed fr<Mn tb^ molffc giUiW 
and expA-ienc^d Ofi}ttt# tk> t^ly hi» Dm^ 
g&ons ; but finding his ufttic^ ISfibm \» 
Vain ; and fteing aa QflRcef (who com« 
ihanded the Foot) ^11^ the Colonel vk^ 
ilahtly difmounted, fnatch'd up a hsM 
Pike, aAd took upon him the Com- 
ittand of the Foot, at whofe Head he^^ 
fought 'till he was brought down by 
ttirce WoundSj one in his Shoulder by a 
Ball, another in his Forehead by a Bfoad 
Sword, arid thte Third, whifeh was hi^ 
mortal Sroke^ in the hinder Part ofhis^ 
He&d, bya hjoChabar Ax 5 this Wouftd 
#as given him by a Highlander who 
came behind him^. while he was r6adii^ 
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ing a Stroke at an Officer with whom he 
was engag'd j he is regretted not only by 
his Friends, and thofe of the prefent Go- 
vernment, but even aniongft thole again(l 
whom he fought, who agree with all 
others in ackjiowledging, that he iinilh'd 
a worthy and exemplary Life, with a 
moft honourable and heroick Death ; 
for he very eafily might have efcap'd with 
the reft^ if like them, he would have 
defected his Duty. He was decently 
iaitcrr'd on T^hurfday Sept. 24, in the 
Pari(h. Church of Tranent ^ where eight 
of his Children lie : This fatal Adion 
happen'd almoft by the Walls of his 
own Scat at Bankton 5 his Lady and 
eldeft Daughter, at that Time, "had been 
left by him at Sterling Caftle. 

I know it will be expefted, tljat I 
fhould inform you, what were the Num- 
ber on both Side^ ifl the A^tipn — Of 
thcKing's Troops^ tfcere werje^ibpuf two 
TbouTand leight Hun4red who £hogld 
have fou^tt ; and the Rebels were no 
Jefs rtjiao ^Ve Tjhoiif^d M^ v and it was 
fo darkwhs«ijtb«y/«jKft{*''d:U^^^ :that:thpy 

could 
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couKl not be perceived but like a black 
Hedge moving forward, and the Artil- 
lery, con lifting of fix Pieces of Cannon, 
being planted all on the Right, and at 
fomc Dirtance from the Army, guarded 
only by a hundred Men, the Rebels 
were immediately poflcflbd of them, 
who, turn'd them on our Dragoons, 
at the fame Time giving a molt he- 
dious and frightful bhout : The Dra- 
goons feeing the Cannon in the Poflcf- 
fion of the Enemy, and that it was to 
be pointed at them, thought proper to 
provide for themfelvcs by a fudden Re- 
treat ; as knowing tliat. 

He that fights and runs away ^ 
May turn and fight another Day 5 
But he that is in Battle fiain^ 
Will never rife to fight again. 

Soon as the Affair was ended, the 
Rebels incircl'd their Dead and buried 
them with all Expedition to conceal 
their Number. The following is an 
exadl Lift of the Lofs fuftain'd on our 
Part, in this unhappy A<^ion.

The Rebels having plac'd Guards at 
all die Avenues leading to the Caftle,

fileac'd by the Garrifon. GeneratGi^^s 
Threats- occafion'd theChiefs of the City 
to apply to the Pretender, to take a pro- 
per 
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per Method to prevent their threaten'd 
Ruin : He thereupon wrote to the Go- 
vernor of the Caftle, ami a Truce was 
conduded for fix Days $ during which 
Time the Caftle was iutFcr'd to receive 
Provilions from the City and Country ; 
which Space being elaps'd, the Fire be- 
gan oj boih Sides with greater Fury : 
During this Interval, the Rebels not lik- 
ing to lie idle, divided themfelves into 
fmall Parties, and went feveral Ways in- 
to the Country, pilfering and ftealing all 
they could lay Hands on.

Battle, ftay- d about Diddifton and Muf- 
felburgh two Days, and on the 24th re- 
turned to Edinburgh : On the 2 8ih and 
29th, they fent the Prifoners to Perfb^ 
'Drummond Cattle, Gfc. 

Sometime after this, a hundred and 
ten Highlanders of Lord Loudon's Re- 
fiment, who were made Prifoners at the 
fatde of Glaidjmuir^ on their Petition, 
were fet at Liberty by the Rebels, on 
fwearing not to carry Arms againft the 
Chevalier. , About this Time two Hun- 
dred more of our Soldiers, who had- 
been taken Prifoners at the fame Place,' 
made their Efcape, and join'd thofe un- 
der the Command of General Blakeney^ 
at Stirling Caflle.

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On the 30th they fent out Parties tof 
Haddington and Dunbar^ and began a- 
gain to take their Mealures for cuttiiig off 
the Communication between ihe Caftle 
:>i Edinburgh and the City 5. which con- 
fidering they had no heavy Artillery, was 
1 wild Attempt. On the ift of OBober 
they open'd tlieir Trenches on the Caftle 
Hill, a little below the Refervoir ; upon 
which tiiey began to fire upon them from 
the Caftle, kill'd three Men and wounded 
a commanding Officer, fo that by Four 
in the Afternoon they abandoned their 
Works ; on which two hundred Men 
from the Garrifon fallied out and took 
Pofleffion of them, and with their Fire 
clear'd the Higb-Jireefy which is faid to 
contain more People than any Street iri 
London^ yet there was not aPerfon then 
to be fecn in it : The Weigh- Houfe in 
which the Rebels kept their Guard, was 
fet on Fire by the Artillery from the Caftle, 
fo that the Citizens apprehending the en- 
tire Deniolition of their Metropolis, left 
the City, and flying for Safety to Lekb, 
met in their Way the Inhabitants of that 

Town 
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Town flying for Shelter to Edinburgh ; 
for the Rebels being in PofTeflion of. 
Leith^ and prohibiting Proviiions being ^ 
carried to the Fox Man of War lying in 
the Road, flie fir*d furioufly upo.a that 
Town, fo that the diftrefe'd Citizens and 
Towhfmen knew not where to find Re- 
fuge. 

The Rebels had erefted a Battery 
againft the North- Weft Side of the 
Caftle near Mr. M' Vicar's Church (who 
made the remarkable Prayer already ta- 
ken Notice of) and fir'd from thence 5 but 
were foon filenc'd by the Fire from the 
Caftle, which beat down a Houfe, where 
Captain Taylor ^ a Shoerinaker liv'd^ (who. 
had promis'd to prefent ih^ Pretender ^ 
with the Keys of the Caftle) and ieveral . 
other Rebels ; many of whom were • 
kiird, and thofe who cfcap'd, (among 1 
whom was the {aad Taylor) were taken: r. 
by a Party of the Garrifon,.. who Aung i ' 
themfelves down .with Ropes^ . and^yrith r 
the 6me hoifted up their jprifoners i Thu» J 
the Captain took Pol&ffion of this For-*. , 
trefs^ though he could not find the Keys 

to 
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to make good his Promife. The Rebels 
plotted feveral Ways to furprizc the Caf- 
tle, and had once almoft got it by Trca* 
chery 5 for one of the Centinels had un- 
dertaken to betray it, but was luckily 
feiz'd wich his Ropes, Letter of In- 
ftrudtions, &c. about him; and aftier- 
wards none but Men of Charafter were 
polled within the Draw Bridgp. 

" The City of Glafgow was fuinmon'd . 
a fecond Time, ana 1 5,000/. demanded 
by way of Contribution, but were con- 
ftrain'd to compound for 5000 Guineas, 
which was direftly paid. 

Hoftilities continued betwixt the Gar- 
lifon of the Caftle of Edinburgh and 
the Rebels till the 5th in the Evening, 
when feveral Houfes being beat down by 
the Artillery, and the Rebels having loft 
twenty Men, in an Attempt to drive Part 
of the Garrifon from the Caftle-Hill, the 
Communication betwixt the Town and 
the Caftle was reftor'd, and Hoftilities 
ccas'd. Oh the 7th the Rebels demand- 
ed Half-a-Crbwn in thePoun4 from the 

F Land- 
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Landlords of Houfes in Edinburgh^ and 
began to have fome Thoughts of quit- 
ting the Place, finding the Fortrefs im- 
pregnable, both againft their Forces and 
French Bribery, which has been elfe- 
where fo perfuafive, that fome, thought 
to be the moft fteady Patriots of their 
Country, have fold their Faith and Ho- 
nour for Louis iOrs. 

The Rebels one Night broke into the 
Houfe of Mr. Thomas Arejkine^ an emi- 
nent Brewer, and a Preacher among the 
People caird Quakers, and one of my 
Acquaintance. He has fince fhew'd me 
the Drawers which they broke, and 
robb'd him of all the Money he had 
then in the Houfe, with fome Linnen 
and other Things of Value: Upon 
which great Injuftice, the fair-dealing 
Quaker makes his Application to their 
Prince, alTuring him, "That Method he 
pur fu' d would never profper^ or anfwer bis 
ExpeSiation-, fory faid he, our G^okgz

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the Prop that fupports it. Upon which 
Complaint the Highland Prince anfwer- 
ed, I'bat be (Mr. Arejkine) was man} 
Tears in Debt to the Revenue of his Fa^ 
ther's Excifey and it was but the proper 
Dues to his Government. 

On the 14th the Rebels received con- 
fidcrable Reinforcements, headed by old 

Gordon of Glenbucket, Forbes , 

Lord PitJligOy Lord Kilmarnock^ and o- 
thers; they likewife receiv'd from A- 
broad. Supplies of Ammunition, Small 
Arms, Field Pieces, Military Stores, &c. 
There was one Mr. Boyer came over at 
the fame Time, whom they were pleas'd 
to dignify with the Title of AmbafTa- 
dor. About the 20th a great Part of 
their Army march'd to Dalkeith, to 
which Place they remov'd their Field 
Pieces and Ammunition, and having e- 
rcfted a Battery at Allo^vay^ to fecure 
the PajSage of the firth, they tranfport- 
cd from Montrofs, Stonehive, and other 
Places, the Supplies they had receiv'd 
from Abroad.

Macdonaldy an IrtJJj Officer, who was 
his Aid de Camp ; Mr. Kelly ^ that was 
fo long in the Tower, on tne Affair of 
the late Lord Bifliop of Rochejier ; and 
Mr. Murray^ who adled as Secretary. 

As Mr. Sullivan was a Perfon the 
moft concerned of any in the Rebellion, 
and whofc Councils the Pretender chiefly 
relied on, I thought the following Cha- 
radler, remitted to me by a Friend, might 
not be difagreeable. 

* He is by Birth an Irijhman^ and 

* was educated in a Romijh College a- 

* broad, where he had enter'd into 

* Prieft's Orders : He had afterwards the 

* good Fortune to be recommended to 

* MarOial Maillebois^ of whom he was 

* retained as a Domcftick Tutor to his 

* Son. The Marflial perceiving in him 

* ibme Symptoms of a Genius better a- 

* dapted to the Sword than the Gown, 

cncou- 
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encourag d him ratherto apply himfelf 
to the former than the latter Profcffion^^ 
which he did with fuch Succefs, that 
having attended his Mailer to Coj^ci^ 
when the French defign'd to deprive 
thofe poor People of their Liberties^ 
he afted as his Secretary. The Mar- 
flial was a Bon-Vivanty and ufcd to 
get drunk every Day after Dinner; 
this made him for the greateft Part of 
the Day incapable of Bufinefs ; during 
which Time, the whole Power dc^ 
volv'd on Sullivan^ wha executed it 
in fuch a Manner, as to do great Ho- 
nour both to himfelf and Mafter ; hav- 
ing here again a very high Military 
Reputation, as well as much Know- 
ledge in what is the Art of 'making ir- 
regular War: He afterwards ierved 
two Campaigns, one in Italy^ and the 
other on the Rhine j in which latter 
Campaign, a French General givii^ 
a Charafter of him, faid, that he un- 
derftood the irregular Art c^ War, better 
than any Man in Europe ; nor was his 
Knowledge in the Regular much info- 
rior, to that of the beil General. To 

* the 
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* the Abilities of this Man we may juftly 

* attribute the Succefs, with which a 

* Handful of Banditti have fo long been 

* able, to over-run and plunder a great 

* Part of this large and populous Ni - 

* tion/ On the 6th their advanced 
Guard enter'd England. 

It may perhaps be expefted, that I 
fliould give fome Account of the young 
Pretender himfelf, and his Behaviour a- 
mong his People. What I have been a- 
ble to coUedt on this Head, take as fol- 
lows:

^ his Soldiers in the open Field, and 

* flcpt on the Ground, wrapp'd in his 

* Plaid ; at this Time the Weather waa 

* warm : This Courfe of Life he fol- 

* low'd for fome Time ; but his Italian 

* Conftitution not being enur'd to luch 

* Kind of Hardfhips, after his Arrival 

* at Edinburgh^ he indulged himfelf in 

* all the Conveniences he could procure 

* for his Eafe and Pleafure/ 

Thus having given a particular and 
foccincft Narrative of the moft material 
Tranfadions that happen'd during the 
Progreft of the Rebellion in Scotland, 
and traced the Rebels to the Borders of 
England^ I fliall for a v^^hile leave them, 
and proceed to mention, at this critical 
Conjunfture, what was doing in Ire^ 
landy where it is well known, that a 
great Number of the Inhabitants of that 
Kingdom are profefs'd Papifts ; how- 
ever, by the Care of the Government, 
in ereding Proteftant Schools, many of 
them have got their Eyes open, and are 
..t length come to the Knowledge of 

Truth, 
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Truth, and what confequently tends to 
their true Intcreft, notwithftanding the 
artful Endeavours of their bigotted 
Priefts to keep them in Ignorance and 
ftupid Blindnefs : Add^ to this, the Una- 
nimity which at all Times, but more ef- 
pecially then, appeared among the Pro- 
teftants, who, in general, exprefs'd the 
moft unfhaken Zeal and AfFeftion tp his 
Majefty's Perfbii and Government, arid 
the utmoft Abhorrence and Deteftatida 
of the unnatural Rebellion, and glaring 
Infoience, which had broke out in 6W- 
land: The News of which was no fooncr 
confirm'd, but an Aflbciation was irh- 
mediately form'd and recommended to be 
fign'd, by all his Majefty's faithful Sub- 
jcdts of every County in Ireland j a Copy 
of which is as follows : 



^VXTHEREAS a Rebellion is 

* V V raifed in North-Britain by the 

* eldeft Son of the Pretender, againft our 

* rightfulSovereign King G^or^i? II. tofub- 

* vert our Religion and Liberties^, and to

' September 17, a Proclamation was iC- 
lued by the Lord-Mayor of ' Dublin^ 
offering, a Reward of 50,000 /. for ad- 
jrehending the Pretender and his eldejl 

Son, 
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5wf, or cither of them, that flJall at- 
tempt to land in Ireland. Meafures 
were concerted for raifing fevcral Inde- 
pendent Regiments of Horfe and Foot, 
to be as well train'd and difciplin'd as 
the regular Forces; fo that there was 
quickly rais'd an Army of fixty-five 
thoulahd Men, who were well cloath'd, 
arm'd, and difciplin'd, and many of 
them march'd to fuch Places as it was 
judg'd they might be of the moft Ser-r 
vice in. There were fent to them from 
England feveral thoufand Mulkets, for 
the \J& of fuch of the Militia as had 
not any of their own, Thofe early Mir 
litary Preparations, join'd with excellent

IT is now fome Time fincc I trou- 
bled you with my Advice ; and, 
as I am growing old and infirm, I 
was in good Hopes to be quietly lard 
in my Grave, before any Occafion of- i 
fered of addreffing vou again : But my 
Affedion for you, which does not de- 
cay, tho* my poor Body does, obliges 
mc once more to put you in Mind of 
your true Intereft, that you may not 
unwarily run yourfelves into Danger 
and Diftrefs, for Want of Underftand- 
ing, or ferioufly confidering it. I have 
many Reafons to believe, that there 
are not a few among you, who fecret-

If the poor Labourer, when all is over, 
is to be a Labourer ftill, and earn hi? 
Groat a Day, as hardly as he did before, 
I cannot find why he fhould' fancy 
it worth his while to venture a Leg, or 
an Arm,, and the Gallows too into th? 
Bargain, to be juft where he fet out ; 
If he muft dig and delve, when tlie 
Pretender is fettled on the Throne, he 
had as good ftick to it now, for any 
Difference I can fee. 



* I believe my Countrymen are not fp 
* mad as to imagine, that the Pretender 
'*can or will give every, one of then^ 
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Eflates ^ and I am fure if he does 
not, they can be only where they were» 
If a Farmer muft pay his Rent, I fee 
no Reafon that he fhould be mudi 
concerned, whether he pays it to one 
Man or to another.

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hope you are not yet fb ftupid; a5w 

think that People will build IloufeSi 

buy rich Furniture, or make up fine 

Cluaths, when we are all together by 

the Ears, and no body can tell to » 

whofe Share they will fall at laft. • 

And if there be no Buyers you can 

have no Employ. Merchants will not 

flock themfelves with Goods, when 

there is no Demand for them ; to 

have their Shops rifled, and their Store- 

houfes broken open, and plundered by 

one Side or the other. Indeed, 

my good Friends and Countrymen, 

let defigning Pecple fay what they 

pleafe, if you enter into their Schemes, 

you will be ruined in the Struggle,

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tnand, were encamped at Neivcajile up^ 
Gtr Tynei by which Means, with the 
Care and Vigilance of fome of the neigh- 
bouring Gentlemen, and of the Magi- 
ftrates and Inhabitants of Newca/lky the 
Town and adjacent Country were prc- 
ferved from falling a Prey to the Rebels, 
and obliged them to make their Way 
into the- Weftern Road, to which their 
diiefs at firft fecmed leaft inclined. The* 
Rigour of the Seafon, the forced Mar- 
ches, &c. occaiioned a Flux amongft 
the Soldiers, "which retarded the Opera- 
tions of the King's- Troops for fome 
Time; but good Quarters, proper Re- 
freflimcnts, and an extraordinary Care 
of the Officers foon overcame thofe Dif--

November the 9th, the Rebel Army 
appeared on a Moor two Miles diftant

Nights, without any Relief, were very 

much fatigued.

JDjioccfes of York and Durham^ and bellowed many Prf- 
vileges on it, which were much augmented by his Sue- 
ceflbrs. In the lower Weft Part of the Town is the

of them well built, and' the Streets neatly paved ; and 
is a Sea Port, but without Ships: or Merchants. It is 
iituated in Longitude 21 Degrees, 31 Minutes Weft, 
and 25 Degrees, 25 Minutes North Latitude. This 
Town in Times paft, has been confidered as a Bui* 
wark againll the Sc$iu 
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tect their Landing. But when the 
Time came, how were we difappoint- 
cd ? Your Royal Highnefs landed in the 
Weft, with a Retinue fcarce fufficicot 
fer a private Gentleman : However, this 
did not difcourage your faithful Clans 
from joining youj being ftill flattered^ 
tliat the promifed Succx>urs were at 
Hand, and would certainly arrive before 
there was any Occafion of coming to an;

" His Moft Chriftian Majefty has 
been fo far from declaring himfelf open^ ^ 
ly in Favour of his Majefty, that his 
Minifter at the Hague^ peremptorily de- 
clared to the States^ that his Mafter. 

had 
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IulI no Hand in the Don^^ixote Expe^ 
Jitio?iy as he was pleafed to term your 
Highneis's Undertaking in Scot/and. The 
Dutch were allowed, without Molefb^ 
tion, to fend over 6000 of thofe Forces 
which were niadePrifoners by ihcFreneb 
King's Arms : Troops which could be 
of no Ufe to the Dutch in their own 
Country by the Capitulation with Fraficei 
Troops, wliich his Majefty of France 
could hinder being made Ufe of agaioft 
us, by a Simple Declaration, that your 
Royal Father was his Ally ; yet this was 
thought rilking too much in Favour of a 
People who had ventured their All upon 
the Afllirances, Promifes, and Faith of 
the French King. And what makes this 
Pifappointment fit the heavier upon us, 
is, that we are fure, if the Dutch had 
not fent thefe very identical Troops> 
they would have been very much emba- 
raiTed to have fpared others, to perforin 
their Engagements with the Eledlor of 
Hanover. 

" But the Proraife of detaining the 
En^lijh Forces was as ill performed as

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the other, tho^ that folcly depended up- 
on his Moft Chriftian Majcfty's General. 
They had it in their Power to have hiA- 
der'd every Man of them from return- 
ing to England'^ and either I am very 
ill informed, or they might have made 
moft of them Prifoners, had the French 
General been as fanguine at the latter 
End of the Campaign, as at the Begin- 
ning of it. Bat they were allow'd to 
embark at Willi amftadt^ without Inter- 
ruption^ and are now almoftall landed 
in England^ without the Lofs of a Trant 
port ; tho' the Pofleffion of Ofiendtnz^ 
bled his Moft Chriftian Majefty, had he 
been fo inclin'd, to have annoy'd them 
much. 

" As to our Hopes from England^ 
they have been as delufive as French 
Promiles. When we arriv'd at Edin^ 
burgb^ and had the Fortune to defeat 
Sir John Cope^ our Affurances of a fpeedy 
Infurreftion in England were renewed, 
and the Days fix'd ; but thefe, and many 
others, have pafled by, and not the leaft 
Appearance of any fuch pelign j tho*

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on the Faith of them, we continu'd uo- 
adtive at Edhiburgh, We might have 
proceeded Soutliward, while the Planick 
of Cope'^ Defeat was frefh upon People's 
Minds, and before the EledW's Forces 
could poflibly be got together ; but the 
Opportunity was bfr, in Hopes^ Sir, that 
your £;7g-/^ Friends would declare fbf 
you, and Supercede the Ncccffity of your 
loyal Clans going out of their own 
Country* But inftead of any fuch l^rr • 
bcrs declaring for you, we were cntei^ 
tain'd with nothing but AflbciatibSris 
in all the Parts of England^ in EWfentifi' 
of the Ek<flor's Right j and not a Man 
from that Kingdom either join'^d us in 
Sestiandy, or made any Intcreft X6 pro* 
mote an Infurredtion in your Favour^ W 
ibeir own Country.

ing cither to' Value ^ or Pfaperly ; not-}

The 1 6th in the Morning, the Pre- 
tender was proclaimed, at Ctfr///?^, and 
after the Proclamation was over, the Cor- 
poration walk'd in their Formalities 
to iiieet the Mock Fruice^ arid condudl 
him into the City. Thiis have I given 
you an Account of the Siege oiCartiJle^^ 
ahd, for fiirther Information (hall refer' 
ydu to' the following Letter.

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no greater Honour by its Sun^ender to the 
Rebels than Edinburgh did. The Gar^ 
rifon wholly conjified of the Cumberliand 
and Weft morel and Militia^ together with 
a few Voluntiers^ and tivo imperjeSt Com- 
panies of Invalids. There were befides 
fime Independent Companies of the Town^ 
who would not aj/iji the [aid Gafrifm^ 
nmtb more than two or three Men out of a 
Company ; fo that laji Week they wen 
obliged to he continually upon Duty^ and 
the Week before one half relieved the other 
alternately. The Militia were alfo put 
to other great Hardjbips -, many of the 
Inhabitants making them pay an exorbi- 
tant Price for Provifiofts ; and they could 
not^ for any Money ^ procure a fufficitnt 
^antity oj Straw to lie vpon the 
Walls. Captain Wilfon, Son ^* David 
Wilfon, Efq\ Member of Parliament ff^ 
Weftmoreland, paid One Pound Ten Sbil" 
lings for the Uje of a Cobkr^s St^U liw* 
der the Walls* Upon tbefitfi Approc^ 
of the Rebels^ the Gar rifon gave out tbit 
they were 3 000 Jlrong ; .upon winch tH 
Rebels durft not attempt the City immedi^ 
ately^ but went forward towards Brsiap-'

ton ; from whence they returned'^on the 
1 3/;&, ne Garrifon kept continually fir^ 
ing until that Evenings when they were 
order' d to dejijiy and they c^ntinu'd Jo all 
Nighty when on the i /i^tb in the Morning 
it was obfervdy that the Reheh had en^ 
trencVd themfehes before the Town^ oh 
which the Garrifon renewed their Fire, 
until they were ordered by the Managers 
of the fown to deffl:, and come off the 
Walls J by which it may be fuppos^d^ the 
Terms of Capitulation were agreed on. 
The Duke of Perth, with his Divijion^ 
were the fir ft of the Rebels that enter d 
Carlifle, which they did on the 1 5/A, the 
Pretender being then feven Miles from the 
City. They made the Garrifon tofwear 
nenyer to appear in Arms any more againft 
themy and Perth fhaking the Men by the 
HandSy told them they were bra^e FeU 
lowSy and offered them Money to enlijl 
with him. The Rebels have taken above 
two hundred good Horfes^ and all the 
Arms from the Militia^ be/ides 1000 
Stand lodged in the Caftle. They alfo 
found a rich Booty in the Caftle ; the Peo-^ 
pie of the -Country round, about, having

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h'dught thither for Safety y the tnofi valu^ 
able of their Effedls. One of their Chiefs 
ic;as kill'd by the Hre from the Walls on 
the I oth. The Town capitulated on the 
i^thy and on the i ^th about Ten o'clock 
in the Morning it was given up, and tke 
Rebels, enter d the Gty. Several of the 
Militia endeavoured to efcape, without 
being obliged to take the Oatb^ as alfo did 
fome of Copers Men, who had d^firtcd 
from the Re be Is , one of which they threat^' 
ned foould beJlM as an Example to deter 
vibcrs. 

, As foon as Marflial Wade had Intelli- 
gence at Newca/ile^ of the Rt)ut which 
V, tl-e Rebels had taken, he refolv'd, not- 
^>;-ijtithftanding the Severity of the Seafbn, 
tQ march -from thence to the Relief of 
Carlifie \ and accordingly on the i6th, 
the Army began to move for that Pur- 
pole. His Excellency intended to have 
begun his March as foon as it was light, 
but moving from the Left, the Swiff 
"I roops had the Van, which delay'd 
their Motions for feveral Hours, to the 
j>jeat Prejudice of the Expedition \

for the Weather being e^ctremely cokU 

attended with a deep Show and hard 

Froft, the Troops fufFer*d much. The 

Major Generals Ho'ward and Ogle thorp, 

and the Brigadiers Ckolmondvley and 

Mordaunt^ marched on Foot, at the 

Head of the Infantry, to encourage the 

Soldiers. It was paft Twelve o Clock at 

Night and very dark, before the front 

Line got into tlie Camp at G*ohigton \ and 

tho* the Soldiers marched with great 

Chearfulnefs, yet as the Roads were 

exccfiive bad and full of Ice, it Wi:sap^ 

{)rehendcd that many of the luA Cc« 
umn' might drop through Fatigue, er.d 

thertfore the Major Generals Hti^ and 
Ogletberp fcnt out Countrymen with 
Lights and Carts to afllft the Rear- 
Guard, and bring up the tired Men, 
in which Service they were affiduoiifly 
employed until Morning. . On the 17th 
Marfhal ff^ade continued his March to 
Hexhaniy where he arrived with his firft 

'Line about Four o'Clock in the After- 
noon ; but the Rear did not come up uh- 

' til Midnight. His Excellency having 
Intelligence that Carlijle had furcender'd, 

K 2 re- 



refolved to march back to Newcajlii, 
which he accordingly did ^ but the Wea- 
ther continuing bad, and the Roads being 
armoft impaflibie, he did not arrive there 
with his Forces until ihe 22d, and even 
then they were fo exceedingly fatigued, 

*that had it not been for the peculiar 
Care taken of them by the People of 
Newcaftle^ who (he wea the utmoft Zeal 
and Affedion in providing them -good 
Quarters, they mud have fuffer'd much 
more by their cold and dirty March. 

This Invafion of the Rebels having 
thrown all the Northern and Weftern 
Piirts of the Kingdom into Confufion, 
I-)j regions were given for forming aB- 
other Army in Lancajhire^ under the 
Comniand of Sir "^ohn Ligonier^ Kni^t 

' of the Bath, a Man of great Experience, 

' Courage and Condudt. The following 
new rais'd Troops, viz. The Dukes 
Montague's and King/ion's Horfe ; the 
Duke of Ancafter'Sj the Earls Berile/s 
Ha/lifaxSy Cholmondlef s, and the Lords 
Gower's . and Herberfs Regiments 'of 
Foot, together with eight old Rc'gi- 
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ments, were affigned for this Servicer 
jind ordered to march for StaffbrdJ}:>ire. 
The City of Chejier was alfo put in a 
Pofture of Defence, in a furprizing (hort 
Time, by the Care and Vigilance of the 
Earl of Cholmondley. At Liverpool like* 
wife, all neceffary Precautions were 
taken, and the Inhabitants of the Town 
fhewed all the Spirit and Refolution that 
could be defired* 

The Inhabitants of Liverpool, fenfi- 
ble of what Dangers their Zeal in the 
Caufc of Liberty might expofe them 
to, they w^ere juftly alarmed at the ra- 
pid Progrefs of the Rebels, and accord- 
ingly the Magiftrates, with the princi- 
pal Merchants and others of the Tovvn, 
confulted proper Means how to provide 
for their Safety. The Refult of their 
Deliberation was, to petition his Ma- 
jefty to raife a Regiment of Foot, which 
they readily obtain'd, and immediately 
began to raife able Men. This Body, 
when completed, confiiled of near 700, 
whom, at their own Expence, they 
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cloathedy and paid whilft la the Serviee.* 
The Fi^ld-Officers were a^^ointed by the 
King, and the Command given to the 
Honourable Colonel Graham^ an expe- 
rienced Officer. To this Service, the 
Corporation (bcfides the worthy Exiam* 
pie they fet their Fellow-Townfmen^ 
by their own private generous Subrcrip- 
tipns) voted, at two different Times, 
2000 /. Here I cannot forbear ob&rv^ 
ing, the Chearfulnefs and Alacrity with 
which every one contributed to the for-: 
warding this noble Deii^, fincc even. 
the poorer Sort did not refufe to caft 
in their Mite ; and the Rich were not 
ikck in giving according to their Abi- 
\i^^. The next Point to be confider'd 
wasi, how to difpofe of the Regiment.; 
this caufed a Difference of C^inion e 
Many were for fortifying the Town^ 
and employing thefe Men as a Garri- 
fon ; others argued from the Situatibit 
cif the Place, that this was iqarce pradi**'^ 
cable^ However, upon mature Ddibm 
ra^pn, and refle<fling^ that to prondd 
for their own private Security, whilr 
that of the Publick lay at Stake,, was 

meaA 
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mean and ungenerous ; and therefore 
unanimoufly agreed to fend thetn as a 
Reinforcement to the Royal Army. Ac- 
cordingly, after having broke down fe- 
veral Bridges, &c. and thereby embar- 
raised and greatly retarded the Rebels, 
they joined the King's Forces, under the 
Command of the Duke, and were 
prefent at the Siege of Carlijle. His 
Royal Highnefs was fiirpriz'd to find 
them ft) well difcipliu'd^ confiderlng the 
ftiort Time they had^ bfeen rais'd, and 
honoured them i^ith fomc handfonib 
Compliments on that Account. 

In the mean while, the Corporation 
knowing that thfe. Northern Counties? 
had been fevwely nfhinder'd by the Re- 
bels, and feating leaft the Royal Army 
ihonld be much diftrefs'd for Provi(5h- 
ons^ refolv'd to fend "a? Supply ; and 
holding^ a- 'Cpnfbltatioh of what Quan- 
tity wty *ouM ralfci - ' *&« ' two- Gcni. 
tfemen'-oF their oWtf Bbdy^ai^mmif > 
-fioners^ to wait upon his Royal High-^ 
iids the IXtke, until the Surrender of

.y\\^rir.\ other 
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Other Neceflaries during that Time j the 
Former of which he was gracioufly 
pleas'd to accept. After the Reduction 
of Car lijlcy. his Royal Highnefs having 
no further Occafion for their. Service, 
difmifs'd ' the Liver popl Blues ,(fbr fo 
they were called) with Honour ; and 
in two Letters wrote by Sir Everard 
Faulkener^ by his Command, was plea*- 
fed to thank the.Mugiftracy and Gen- 
tlemen of the Town, : for their Zeal and 
Affcd:ion for thq,.prefent Govern menr, 
which they had io fighally dcmonflxa- 
ted. 

While they were thus taking Care, for 
the Publick Good, they were not cn- 
tirdy unfoiicitous about their owa parti- 
cular Security : They confider'd thsct 
many Papifts and . ill-aiFo£ted PerfoDS 
liv'd among theni, and to pr.ey^nt any 
Diiliifbances the^ People mij^t pb^ 
blv jpccafion, tjhey raifcri fbc Cqjjpoipa^tp 
of feventy Men^isach for their IDif^j^iicQ. 
Thefe they nrm'd. and difciplin^^a ^^ 
made Ufe of theip in the Night a8;.#

- t^eople ^e^ftdiifipatedt and every Thing 
perfedlly quieted. Th6* this was only a 

mere 
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mere Preparation, and the Valour of 
the Men not put to the Trial j yet tte 
Ardour they exprcfs'd, and theReadr- 
nefs they were in, if there was Occa- 
fion to engage the Enemy, and not to 
fufFer their Town to be plundered with* 
out Rcfiftance, fufEciently evidence their 
Strength of Refolution, ahd undoubted 
Fortitude of Mind. There was no Re- 
giment in the Campaign that iiiade a 
better Appearance than the Liverpool 
Blues ; their Officers were a Set of Sol- 
dier-like Gentlemen, tho* they had never 
been bred in the military Way, being 
moftly Gentlemen, Tradcfmcn,^ Qf^. yet 
had acquired a very good Difciplinei hav* 
ing thrown up their Trade and Mer- 
chandize for a Time, and ventured ijbeir 
Lives, their Fortunes^ arid every Thing 
that was dear to them, in Defence of 
their King and Country.

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The 27Lh they were at Garjlwig^ 
which is a good thorough-fare Town, 
half Way betwixt Liwc^Jhr x^ndi Vfe/ic??^, 
where tlie fariie Day 1 was going, but 
that I met with foiiie Acquaintance at 
LMnc/zfler Town-end, who told me there 
\vds not a Poflibility for me to pafsihat 
•Evening, for that the Road was ftiU'of 
ftragghng Rwbels, who robbed all' that 
fell into their Hands ; fo I returned to 
my Quarters at the Sun in ILancafler^ 
where ihe Magiftrates and Gentlemeh 
had taken Care for my Safety^ by diretS* 
ine me wliere to call upon People well 
aftcdted to die Government, who always 
were free and willing to give me the 
beft Advice how to proceed.

The Armv under the Command of 
Fid^d-Mar0ial fFaJi began to move *to- 
wards the latter End of the Month, the 

N Cavalry 
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Cavalry having reached to Darlington 
and Richmond by the 25th; and on the 
29th, the Marflial with thq Infantry 
was at Perjhridge^ from whenc? hepro- 
pofed to march for Weaterby^ and there 
to canton the whole Army in the adja* 
cent Villages ; looking upon this as .the 
moft convenient Situation, either for di- 
flrefling the Enemy, in Cafe they (hould 
attempt to return, or for co-operating 
with his Royal Highnefs's Forces, as 
Occafion fhould require. By thffe well 
coBcericd Difpofitions, all Apprencnfions 
of Danger were in a great Meafurc taken 
off, and the Country People began every 
where to recover their Spirits, and put 
themfelves in the beft Pofture of Defence 
they could, in Cafe of their being vim^d 
by thefe Highland Invaders. Such w 
the Situation of Things at the Clofe 
November i i745- 

The Inhabitants of Scarborough be(n| 
feflfibly alarmed at the rapid Progrefs 
of the Rebels, and the Danger dieii^ 
. Town was expofed to,* if vifited (thcyjif 
having fome Tidie before fubfcrib'd

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3 20 /. for the Service of the Government 
on the 22d of No^jember chofc out of 
their Body a Committee of twelve Gentle- 
men to c'onfider how this Money fliould 
be applied, who unanimoufly agreed to 
lay it out in fortifying the Place ; which 
they immediately fet about with fo much 
Alacrity, and without Diftinftion, under 
the Dire<flion of Mr. Vincent^ their En- 
gineer, that in three Weeks Time, with 
the Labour of i coo Hands daily, raifed 
Brcaft- Works and Batteries before tlie 
Avenues leading to the Town, from the 
South to the North Seas, and planted 
thereon 99 Pieces of Cannon, which 
were taken from the Shipping in the Har- 
bour, and had in Readinefs 2000 Somali 
Arms, and Plenty of Ammunition ;

I will now return to the Progrefs of 
the Rebels, fo long as they continued to 
perfift in their wild Notion of marching

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South. They were very induftrious in 
colledlir^g the Excife, and that none might 
efcape tliem, they had ordered Officers 
to go about the Country in Foot- Walks': 
I got Information of one of thefe Sort, 
carrying his Bag on his Shoulder, whom 
I purfued, intending if I came up with 
him, to have aflumed the Office of Col-

plied to the Mayor, who took proper 
Care for my Safety ; but not cnufing 
to truft much to their Highland Civili- 
ty, I vm& afrdid of falling into their 
Clutches, being fenfiblc they would be 
more fond of meeting with the Perfon 
who had intercepted dieir Letters, than 
the Man who had made his Efcape 
thfo' the Inn, was unwilling to give them 
that Satisfadion ; and as the Favours

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At this Time an advanced Party of 
the King's Troops which lay at New^ 
caftle-Under-Line^ confifting of about 
five Regiments of Horfc and Foot, hear- 
ing of the Approach of the Rebels, the 
Drums beat to Arms; which put the 
Inhabitants into the utmoft Confufion.

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nefs the Duke of Cumberland drew up 
his Army and Artillery, in Expe<5tation 
that the Rebels would come and give 
him Batile ; but they not caring to rifk 
the Hazard of an Engagement where 
his Royal Highnefs commanded in Per- 
fon, filed off towards Leek and Ajl:btirn\ 
about fifteen Miles from Derby.

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Hecruits all come in, they made the 
;nioft formidable Appearance poflible in 
Derby I yet they ufed all the Precaution 
imaginable to hinder an exad: Account 
from being taken of their Number 5 
;which was a Point they laboured to ma- 
nage with the utmoft Diligence, during 
itheir whole March, often demanding 
Billets for ten thoufand Men, when they 
had not above half that Number with 
^hem. On their firA conjing into Derby^ 
it was judged, both from the Meafures 
they took, and from the Behaviour of 
tlicir Chiefs, that they were ftill difpofed 
to march on. In the Evening they held 
feveral CouncHs of War ; in which the 
OtJbates aoipngft their Chiefs grew too 
hi^ to be concealed ; yet they agreed 
npon nothing the firft Night, except le- 
vying the Publick Money ; which they did 
with the ufiial Threats of Military Execu- 
tion, as they had done in all the Tovvns 
they marched through. They alfo endea- 
voured to levy Men here, and beat up 
publicklyfor thatPurpofe, but with very 
little Succefs 5 for there were very few 
that txx)k on with thcra in the

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Town, and thofe of the loweft Clafs, 
both in Point of Morals as well as Con- 
dition ; which plainly fliews how low 
their Credit was funk. 

They continued In Derby the next 
Day ', and in the Afternoon held another 
great Council, in the Prcfence of the 
young Chevalier > in which, as it was 
afterwards known, a final Refolution was 
taken for returning into Scotlafid.

that I came to, when on the Reconnoi- 
tre, where I was not known ; but there 
was an Officer came to take me up for 
a Rebel ; but when he found his Mif- 
takc, I was vifited by the Magiftrates and 
Gentlemen of corporated Towns, who 
congratulated me on my good Succefs ;

Their Men were dilpq- 
j(ed of in the neighbouung Village foa^ 
'f'arm Houltis; except/cmp C '^ 
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Mi^ich. ftay*d with Captain Mo7iroe of 
Culcairn^\vho commanded the Detach- 
ment, which, the Evening before, had 
marched through Straithbogie^. where 
600 of thq Gnanfs. were under Arms; 
thofe had promifed the Lord Preiident to 
join Captain Monroe \ but they let hiin 
fet forward ^without fulfilling that Pro-- 
mife. 

The Night Captain Monroe came to 
Inveraryy where he quaetcred with one 
Company,, he was fallen upon (between 
Eight and Ninei o'Clock,. when it was 
very dark) by tlie whole Force of the 
Rebels under Lord jfphn Drummondy and 
Lord Lewis Gordon j . they immediately 
affaulted the Houfe in which were 
Captain Monroe and fome other Officers, 
fome of whom were undrefled and going 
to Bed. Notwithftanding this Surprize, 
the Rebels met with a. very refolute,.fhaFp 
and obflinate Refiftance; in which there 
were about 100 Men killed, of whom 
40 were Loyalifts : Captain Monroe and

On the Duke's Arrival at ChesJUfiXn 
StafordJInrCy the Country People brought 
in a Rebel Spy, which they delivered to 
our Army, when on their March to 
Macclesfield^ where he was hang'd on a 
Gibbet, apd ordered to fwing until Bight 
o'clock that Night j when, about that 

Time, 
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Time, Mr. G— — A ^, ara Apothe- 
cary and Surgeon, ia that Town, went

, he bought for 4J. 6^. The Dragoon 
who fold it thought ,it a good Price, and

On the loth, the Duke arrived at

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who went thro* the Fields in Danger 
ef his Life, acquainted thp Duke witifk 
the Rebels Defign. His Royal High^ 
nefi having before fent a Party to Loii;^^ 
tber-Hally and to the Wood, and ano- 
ther Party under General Oglethonpe^ 
which mov'd to the Right, drew up 
his Troops on CUfton Moor, and aq- 
vanc'd ; but finding it impoffible to coni^ 
at the Rebels on Horfeback, ordered E)e^ 
tachments from Bland^s^ Lord Mark 
Kerr's and Cobbanfs Dragoons to dif' 
mount and attack the AmOufcadcs, and^ 
the Ports the Rebels were in Pofleflioij 
of, which they regularly did with gr^aj 
Refolution : The Aftion was very flhiaro 
and defgjgM^e while it lafted, but at ia(|

greatly the Advantage of us, we bejng 
obliged to go over the Hedges up tc^K 
Boot Tops in Water ; not only ip,iB| 
it being late iti the Bvenijig, they d>nl4| 
fee our BufF-Belts and Lac'd Hat9^ wb?tf^ 
we could not (o well difcern their 
Bonnets and Dark- coloured Plajdfc; .

The King's Troops continued undeir 
Arms all Ni^t, which was very rainyt;, 
and in the Morning we had about iixty 
of the Rebels Prifoners, many of thienv 
being pick'd up by the Country People, 
Whilil the Rear-Guard of the Rebels ipcas 
engagedl97ith the Kmg's Forces at Cli0^ 
their main Body V3:^^tPem'itb^ and,tib.

towards CarltJU y and oa.^e 19th in tJbli

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Nforhing they entered that City, cxccflfive- 
ly^ fatigued, and in much Confufion ; 
where I will leave them at this Jundure, 
until I give an Account of the Means u fed 
t6 recover the City . 

On the i^th^ his Royal Highnefs en- 
tcr'd Penrith with bis Cavalcy, and con- 
tinued there two Days, untu1hri^4nfen- 
tfy came up : His Prefence at that^itne 
aftdrdcd much SirtisfaAion to the Town'>$ 
P&ople; for nothing but the Intrepidity 
of' the Purfttit could have fav*d the Towa 
froth the Refentment of the Rebels,^ as 
they had threatened them, for driving 
back the advanced Guard, already taken 
Notice of, and another Afi^ that I had 
fbrgot to mention in its pr<^>cr Place,.

not been abl6 to plant their Cannon; 
General Bhken^ having fired feveral 
Times upon them from the Caftle, and 
demolHhcd their Works. Major Gene- 
ral Hufke^ with the Forces under him, 
and the Remains of Gardiner s and Ha^ 
mi I ton's Dragoons, on the i6th, took. 
Poflcflion of Falkirky and were joined' 
there by ipoo Argylejhire Men, under 
the Command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Campbell^ and were followed (bon after, 
by General Hawley\ with the reft of the 
Army and the Artillery ; early in tlic 
Morning- of the 17th, Cpbbam'% Dra- 
goons came up,, when itwas refolvcd'tOv:

camped on a Spot of low Ground, a 
Quarter of a Mile South- Weft of Fal-- 
kirk. The Rebel Army had been en- 
camped onPlene-Moor^ to the Weftward 
Sii Tor wood ^ about three IVIiles Diftance 
from one another: They decamped in 
the Morning, marching Eaftward ; be- 
caufe the Wind was South- Weft, they 
then marched to the South of Torwoody 
in order to get the Windward. At this 
Diftance is is eafy to fay. Care fliould 
have been taken to obtain better Intelli- 
gence s but let us remember, that if an 
Enemy be irrefolute (as was the Cafe) 
no certain Intelligence can be obtained. 

Lieutenant General Hawley, having 
confidered the Situation of Affairs, and 
the feveral Accounts received, refolved

:who was dai^eroufly wounded, aod 
contraOed a F^U^ fiom tbe Cdd he 
caiJ^fat kk the Pidd; Major * G^anend 
&fke^ by his great Vi^lance and 
Pracnoe of Mind fliewn on this Of> 
cafion, acqoired. die bigbcft Repota* 
^on I and Brigadier Mordmrnt was 
allowed to h&ve done all that coold 
be expeOed from the mod knowing 
and eiqpcnenced Offikxr : It is but 
al£> juft to the Memory of Colonel 
JJ^mer^ to mention^ that although

of the Country. The greateft Part of

Ajftor the neccflary Preparations were 
made for taking the Field again, and 
marching a fecond Time to the Relief of 
General Blakeney^ the Troops feemed 
to be exceedingly mortified at the late 
Miscarriage, and ihew'd an earneft De* 
fire to repair it, by marching again to 
attack the Rebels ; for whidi the necef- 
iary Preparations were made, and the 
Arpiy, in a few Days, was in every 
Refpe^ in a better Condition, and better 
provided than befixe. 

On the 30th in the Morning , to 
the great Surprize and Joy of the Ar- 
my, his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland arrived at Edinburgh^ after 
^ Journey amazingly expeditious, con- 

iidering 
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fidering the Rigour of ihc Scafon. 

He was received with all the Tefli- 
monies of Loyalty and AfFeftion that 
could poflibly be exprefs'd, the Army 
looking upon his Prefence as a furc 
Gmen of Vidloiy, and all Ranks and 
Degrees of People being delighted, at 
beholding a Prince, with whofe Repu-' 
tation they were fo well acquainted, 
and by whom they had juft Reafon to 
expe<3: being reft or 'd to the peaceable 
Ppffeflion of thofe Bleffings, which, 
under the mild Government of the 
King his Father, they had, until thp 
breaking out of this Rebellion, conftantly^ 
enjoy 'd.

The Brigadier with 
the Troops under his Command, arrived

Iloufes ; the Magiflrates have alfo with great Expencei 
brought one of the bell Springs in Scotland into the 
City, which they did by Leaden Pipes, from a HiH at 
about three Miles Diflance, and to make it more con- 
venient, they have erected feveral iiately Conduits in 
the Middle of the Higbflrtit^ to ferve the Town with 
Water.

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Although the continued bad Weather 
for forte Time paft had raifed the Wa- 
ters, and retarded the Proceedings of the.

About the 2oth his Royal Highncfe 
the Duke got certain Intelligence, that 
the Earl of jiirly^ Fathfer to the Lord

Caflle, although. he was much (fifiFefljbi 
for Want of Provifions, bravely bdd.oili 
until the 3d of Aprils at Five o'Qock 
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in the Morning, when the l£ari of Craw- 
fird^ with a Party of Dragoons arrived 
there^ and was followed by the Duke of 
jitboly upon whofe Approach the Rebels 
raifed the Siege, and retired to Rutbven; 
as did likewife thofe from Caftle Menzies: 
The Prince of Heje likewife rr^rched 
from Perth for the Relief of Blair ; and 
on the 4th, his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince fet out from Dunkeld for the 
Caftle, with all the Cavalry and Huflafs,^ 
iand was followed by i coo Foot : Thk 
Relief was very feafonable, the Garrifoft 
in the Caftle having been, (as I was ia* 
formed, which is highly to the Honoaf 
of Sir j^ndnw Jtgnew) obliged to cat 
Horfe Flefti feveral Days. 

There is at the End of Aberdeen^ & 
ftately large Houfc with Gardens, &c^ 
called Silerton's Works, built by one of 
that Name; and after his Deceafe ,bodi 
were bought hy the Town for an 
Hoipital, hut it never came to any 
Pcrfcftion iii that Way. This Hotrfc 
his Royal Highnefs the Duke fortifiM 
witb a deep Trench, Pallifadoes, Horn- 
Works,. 
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Work^, &c. for the Ufe of a Magazine 
and Hofpital for our Sickdnd Wo:inde4 
Soldiers: and at the lame Time left a^ 
fii£ncient Force in it, under the Com-^ 
mand of Major Crojby^ to fecure the 
Town and it from any Infults from 
Glenbucket\ People, or any other. 

For fcMnc Days l)efore we march'd; 
there were fcandalous written Libels 
drop'd about the Town by the Rebe). 
Party J I happened to find one of them 
in the Lane going put of Broad- ft reet fo 
the Duke's Quarters^ where I carried it ; 
the Subftance of which was, to admoni^Ti 
our Soldiers 'of the Danger that attended 
us in the Purfuit of the Rebels; and thi^'t 
there were feveral Mines about the Spey. 
ready for blowing us up on our approach. 
In order to find the Authors, of whiclj, 
'fevcfal of the Inhabitauts were oblig'd'tb 
jObcw their. Hand- writing to People ap^- 
. pointed for that Purpofe, which, by 
.^compsiring with the Libels, was hop^d 
would be found out ; but it proved jinejf- 
feftuaL , ' 
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His Royal Highnefs fparcd no Pain t 
or Trouble to put every Thing in' 
Readinefs to be in Motion fooner, but 
bid Weather and contrary Winds had 
hitherto prevented him ; at length ti 
few Days of dry Southerly Wind 
iM'ought up our Tranfports with Bbglfs 
Regiment, our Firing and Provifion, 
His Royal Highnefs having fent two Offi- 
cfers torecotihbitre the ^pe^^ they rtturnecf 
^Ith an Account, that the Waters were 
much abated. On the 6th of ^priihc 
Lve Orders for the Army to march next 
>ay5 btit before it began, Captain Mac^ 
kay, Lord Rea*s Son, and Sir Henry 
Monroe, Son of the late Sir Robert y both? 
Captains in Lord Loudon'^ Regiment^ ar- 
rived with the agreeable News, from 
Ckpt. O'Brien^ of the Sheernefs Man of 
War, now here, that he after chafing the 
J/^ztf/-^ Sloop above fifty Leagues, had 
tfrove her alhorc, and obKgcd the French 
indi Spaniards who were on board, to <^uit 
her J but they landed five Chefts of Mo- 
ney, to the Value of i2,oooA and up^ 
wards, in order to join the Rebels. Had 

this 
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this Landing been in a rebellious Country 
they had been fafe; but the Lord Rea^ 
in . whofe Country they landed, being 
well-afEbdteid, and at whofe Houfe Capt,i 
Afack'ay^ Sir Henry Monroe^ Lord C/jarles 
Gordon^ and Capt. Mackodj with fome 
other Officers, an^ about eighfy Mea olj 
Lord LoUdon'iiKi^ai^nt (wno had been 
driven thither by the Rebels) being, now: 
join'd bv fomc of Lord Rea's People,, 
march'a out and attack' d them, and after 
killing four, and dangerouily wounding; 
eight, took die reniainine 156 Prifoner;^ 
amongft;^%h9nv^0|^ rorty experiencoi 
French Officers, who were imnaediatejy 
embarked on board the Sbeernefs and thp 
Prize, in: which were a great Number of 
Fire- Arms, Etroad Swords, Sfc, together 
with the Officers and Men, that made this 
Capture, who all arrived at Aberdeen v^ 
This Affair put. a Stop to our March. 
until the, next Day. Thus the Rebels 
long expefted Succours happily fell into 
our Hands,, and undoubtedly muit be a 
great Difappointment tp them. 
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On T^ueCday the 8 th of Aprils his 
Royal Highnefs marched from Aberdeen^ 
wicn fix Batalions of Foot, and Lord 
Mark Kerr's Dragoons, in order to feek 
the Rebels : It being ftne Weather, our 
Tranfports, at the >faxne Time, moved 
along 'Shore, with a gentle ftmze and 
ftir Wind. We marched through OU 
Aberdeen^ which I have already deftrib'd, 
from thence pafTed through fevetal fmall 
Villages of np Fame (except Ntiv A4a* 
cter^ noted for a famous Bawdv-houie, 
kdpt by an old Woman and oer two 
Daughters) to Old Meldrum^ a poor Qld 
dirty Town, where the Army quartered 
the iirft Night after 1 2 Miles N^rch. 

Oar next March was to Bamff\ in our 
Way thither we came to ^urreff^ a poor 
little Town, built irregularly on a Hill- 
fide, which made a much better Profpcft 
at a Diftancc. The chief Manufa<Stury 
here, as well as at Old Meldrum^ is Stock- 
ings. From hence 1 palTed.with the 
Advanced -Guard over a tine hilly Coun- 

try. 
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try, until I came to * Bamff^ where his 
Royal Highncfs gave the Army a Dtty's 
Rclt 

Here were two Rebel Spies taken; th« 
ode wa:& knotchipg on a Stick the Num* 
ber of Qur Forces, for which he Was han^4 
cd on a Tree in the Town : and the other, 
a little out o£Tx)wn5 and for want of » 
Tree, was hanged on what they call the,, 
Ridging-Treeof a Houfe^ that projectedfe 
ouf.iroii),th9;^nd, and on his Bread waj 
fix'4 i^ Wjritiog, A Rebel Spy ^ which^: 
with th? Addition of good Entertainment^, 
might have been. a very famous Sign. . . \ 

That Morning the Army marched; 
fvomBan^y as I quartered two Miles 
ifhort of it, liie Gentleman's Servant were 
I Lodged was fent with me, to condu^ 

me; 
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* Bmg'^ a Royal BoroueB, At firft Sea Fort Tom 
we came to after We lefb JterJetrif and fituated at tnc 
I^otrtliciftho River D^ffwv in the J#i«#* S^Peg^xfra 
NortH. Laiimdc, whidi divides the. Shire of Bamjffio^ 
that ofSmchsm. Before w^ d)uld eater ^M#we weira 
obli^ t0 liM tUtbfOMlJQinr., 
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me over the Water, and a nigher Way 
than that of the common Road. Riding 
along the Path- Way through the Fields, 
I paft by Dr. Abernetbf^ Houfe, who 
was made a Prifoner at Carlijle ; and as 
I have been informed fince, was con- 
demned to die at London, but reprieved 
for a Time; during which he fell fick 
and died at a Meflcnger's Houfe. 

I had but juft come up with the Army 
and taken my Station at the Head of the 
Duke of King/Ion's Horfe, which com- 
pos'd the Van-Guard, when we fawagreat 
Fire burning vehemently, at about a Mile 
and a half Diftance on our Left ; the Offi- 
cers not knowing what it was, I proposed 
to go and fee; when I came there, I found 
it to be a Nonjuring Meeting- Houfe, fet 
on Fire by a Party of Kwgfhns Horfe, 
that were reconnoitring the Hills. After 
about fix Miles marching, in our Way to 
Culkn^ we came to Portfoy\ a pretty fmall 
Village, with the Sea coming full up to 
the Town : Here we were joined by the 
whole Army, which was too numerous 
to get Quarters, fo that the Foot encamp- 
ed 
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cd that Night on fome ploughed Ground 
to the Right of the Town, and the 
Horfe lay in the Towns. From Portfoy 
to Cullen is three Miles. 

Cullen is a fmall Town, confifling of 
tone Street, at the Entrance of which i$ 
a fine Seat belonging to the Earl of Fin^ 
later y but had been plundered by the Re- 
bels : riis Royal Highnefs quartered 
here, and the Lord and Lady Finlater 
accompanied the Duke, in all the March 
from Aberdeen to Invernefs ; here the 
People are well afFeded to the Govern- 
ment. 

From Cullenj our next Day's March 
was to Fochabers^ eight Miles : In the 
Way thither, we pafs'd by large barren 
Mountains on our Left^ and then came ta 
fome better Land^ where we had a plea-* 
fant Profpedt of our Tranfports and Mea 
of War, ftanding in clofc to the Shore, 
who difchargcd fome Shot at a Party of 
Rebel Huffars on the other Side of the 
Spey^ which when we came in Sight of,, 
we obferved the Rebel Army were af— 
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fewbled with their white Flags itfplatyed, 
making a formidable Appearance. Oar 
Army continaed their March to withiri 
half a Mile of the River, when the Duke 
of Khtg^on' sHorfc^ which was theAd- 
vainced-Guard, ftop'd for Orders at tlie 
Head of a plowed Field, above the Town 
of Fochabers. It was a general Rule that 
1 obferv'd during the Campaign, always 
when an Engagement was expedlcd, that 
I fed my Horfe, by which ne was ena- 
blied to go through any hard Service. Du- 
ring the Time we halted here, I rode 
down a Field to a Man that was fowing 
Corn, who was Servant to the Duke ot 
Gordon^ and he fed my Horfe. By this 
Time the Foot with the Cannon came 
Up, when the Rebels fet Fire to their Bar- 
racks, likewife to their Guard-Houfe, 
which looked as if they did not intend to^ 
fl^nd an Engagement. At this Time his 
Royal Highnefs gave Orders for the Duke 
of Kitig/lons Horfe to advance. Accord- 
ingly we marched through the Town of 
fuhabers^ which confifts moftly of one 
vtiy long Street, where I obferved fevc- 

rai 
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sal good HouibSy and People ef Faduoa 
landing looiung at us > but not one Per* 
ion to wifh us good Succefs^ 

We again halted by the River-Side, 
about 500 Yards above the Ford^ foF 
farther Orders ;. (at this Time the Foot 
were moving down. to the Right of Fa^ 
chabers j) which wc received from the 
Lord Ancram^ to continue our March 
and crofs the River. I was then in my; 
Station at the Head of the Regiment, 
where I very narrowly efcaped being 
Ihot ; for fome of the Rebels fired at us- 
acrofs the River, k4aceling and taking: 
Sight as at a Black-Bird :. We entered the 
River with a Guide,, wading oa Foot, to 
fliew N^here the Ford lay; which was 
bad enough, having loofe Stones at iliiC' 
Bottom, which made it very difficult ioi: 
Man or Horfe to ftep without ialliiig ; 
the Water Belly^deep, and very rapid 5 
the Ford not lying right a-crofs, we were 
obliged to go Midway into the River, then, 
turn to the Right and go down it for about': 
fixty Yards, and then turn to the L^t' 
inclining upwards to the landing Place ;:^ 
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•iri this Situation, had the Rebek flood u$ 
^cre, it might have heen of bad Gonfe- 
quence to our Army, they having a great 
Advantage over us, and might have de- 
fended this important Pafs along Time^ 
to our great Lofs 5 but they wanted to. 
draw our Army over, and farther into 
their Country, from whence (in their 
Ifnagination) we were never to return : 
When we got up the Banks on the other 
Side of the River, the Rebels were all. 
fled, and appeared on a Hill about half a 
Mile's Diftance, from which they re* 
treated out of Sight, as v>*t advanced : 
The Campbells were the next that follow- 
ed us, and one of them chanced to get a 
Shot at a Rebel, and killed his lon[ 
Tail'd White Horfe, on which he ha( 
rode about very brifkly. Our Army 
fuftained no Lofs in crofling the River 
Spey, excepting a Dragoon and a Wo- 
man, who fell from a Horfe and were 
drowned. After the Rebels were fled 
out of Sight, our Foot encamped on the 
' North Side of the Spey^ and Straw being 
panted to bed the Tents, they were 
c4)liged to ufe Barley unthrefh'd, which 

was 
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was vfi^y bad tQ lie upon 3 the.Hor^ 
^yerc ordered to repafs the River and 
qiunter in the Town oi Fochabers^ (wliere 
I had very bad Qu|irtefs) and the utmdft 
Precaution was taken to prevent any 
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,] This Vigiigiice of . his Royal Higfi^f 
nels was not without good EfFefl:, as the 
Rebels then and fince have experiehtea 5 
for though there and at Nairn ^ they 
mads Attempts to fteal an Advantage, 
yet his Royal Highnefs jpreveuted tlieir 
Defigns. After that his Royal Highnefe 
had formed the neceflary PifpoutidnSj 
ht took up his Quarters at the Mi- 
nifler's Houfe oh the North-Side of the- 
"Spey^ which had been Lord jfobri Drum% 
mond!% Quarters. After we had done 
icowering the Hfills,, I drank a B6ttIe\of 
very good Ale there, • provided at Ae 
Rebels Expencc ; the Gentleman of fh6 
Houfe being overjoyed that he had^ ati 
Opportunity of difpofing of it iri anq 
ther Manner than what it was intendq 
£br. The Chief and only Ornament i\ 
Foihabers v^ Gordon Caftle, fituatedriig^ 
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tte SMf Sicte, and wa6 fbnned^ t^Hck! 
ffle Bog of G/VA/, the hoblcft Palace iti 
flihPartof the North, being the Dake 
ofXSirdon^s chief Seat,^ and is adorned 
with ^leafant Gardens, Park, and fine 
Canal, with a moft agreeable Foontak 
and Statues, which the Rebels had de^ 
£tced, by (hooting at thetai for their Di^ 
vefiion. 

The River Spey produces vaft Quanti- 
fies of Salmon: It is cuftomary for the 
Highlanders, who live nigh thefc great 
Itivers, to make little Boats of Willows, 
m the Nature of Bafkcts , and cover 
them over with Hides 5 in which they 
j^o a fifhing ^ which a Poet remarks thus :

Sunday yipriJ 13^ about Six in the 
:Bjng our Troops left Fwhabers^ crof- 
fing the Spey again^ which divides the 
Shue of Murray from that of hamff\ 
Jbcre I had ao Opportunity of obierving 

the 
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thef Rebels Birracks, tif h teb i^ttr\ ^\ 
long, fo that about 2006 Mtn rtiii 
Qtcp in them, built clofe to a Bank ab^ 
the River, with Sods, Earth and Sticks, acr 
cording to their Highkbd ArcnlteAu^j^. 
As our Array continued theft jViarch, im^ 
Rebels fled before us;/vre had a gopd. 
Road over a level Country, to* E/gfn^ 
and. encamped in die Pari fh <£ JHv}^ 
four Miles on the other Side, which wa$ 
more hilly i from whence we had a . 
pleafant Profpc<^ of, the Sea, it being fio^ 
Weather : I f ode Part of it twice ovt^ 
that Djy, for as I had not been in B^ . 
the, Night before, I cxpcded better R^ 
pofe that Night, and accordingly returrt- 
ed frona the Camp to the Town of Ja^ 
gin. ^ 
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'.4KHifiting.^0f one Vtijr long Street, attd othei;^ ifiorter* 
' and hath % nci|t £irk. It is *nbted for tbe Rains^ of we 
.of die moft fbt^x Cfttbednll CborclM^ in SctiktA 1 
^oft of the finds swi.fome of :tiie Side Walls are iSH 
vltauuikkg, and many nbblf PiUant, ^bidi ihews its fbrslet 
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. ^ JUfte i^ the Evening a Report was 
jpi-caJd in the Town, that 200 Rebels 
vy^re. coming from the Sf>ey Side ; on 
which the Lord .and Lady Einlater^ Mn 
(qOfneZy Commiflary of the Bread, and 
ipine Volunteeacs rode directly to the 
C^cnp, which gave -fome fmall Alarm 
tterp, about Twelve at Night. I being 
unwilling to be beat, out of my Quarters 
by. Hearfay- Stories, went thxougK the 
'JTown to fee what Soldiers I could mufter, 
to make a Defence if the Rebels came ; 
but. could only, meet with ten of the 
Campbells^ who quartered at Sir Henry 
Itmcs'^ ; the Commander of them went 
with me to. enquire into the Particulars of 
^ Story, and we found- that it was not 
without fome Foundation ; for two Men 
bad made Oath of it, but did not agree 
m. Circumftanccs 5 on wluch we went 
tb-hed. 

Gn Monday the 14th, the Army de- 
camped early 3 as I was four Miles be- 
hind them, and having a wild Sort of a 
billy Country to ride over^ I (hould have 

becB 
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been glad of Company ; but the Cam^ 
bells who were to wait for -fbrne Baggagl^^ 
not then come up, were not ready tO; 
inarch, to that 1 let out alone, ,and ha^ 
not rode far before I was totd^ that three, 
armed Highland Men were on the Road 
before me j \y this, and wb^j: h^d b^i|- 
reported the Nigit before^ it a{>peare3! 
t}iat tliere mi^t be fomc ftra|[gRn^ Par^l 
ties olf the Rel>els fculking ip Corners ;^ 
and as I had picked up feveral of them^ 
was now in Danger of feemg fcrvcd ia 
krnd.

About thir Time, a great 
many of the Rebels deferted, and went 
tb his Royal Highnefs with their Arms, 
who ordered them Protedtions to go to their 
Places of Abode : A little fkrdier I over- 
took aaother tir*d Sotdier. and as Tcoulrf 
npt carry them both, being unwilling ta 
Ifeave them behind, I brder'd them ta 
prefs two Horfes at the fell Houie we 
came at We overtook the Army before 
the^ were got to *^ Eorrefty w>hich is 
eight Miles diftant from Elgin ; here is

When we had marched about a Mile? 
iA the RtDad, we were obliged to ford a 
broad and deep River^ that difembogues 
itfelf into the Sea sX Findorn^ and there^: 
fore is called Findorn-Kivcv : I faw, in' 
croffing here, an Officer's Horfe with* 
Baggage carried down the Stream. In 
this River is a great Salmon-Filbery car- 
ried on. 
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. From this to Nairn is a very Moor^il^^ 
Country j to the Left of which, we pcr^vu 
ceived a Body. of the Rebels at a Milp*8;' 
Diftancc, on which we .drev^r up ;. bji^l 
perceiving they did not aclvance, we lell ' 
into marchii^ Order until we came with-f ^ 
in half a Mile of them, and then obferyingj. 
they did not form but kept in a moving 
Ppfturc, the Duke of King/ion's Hovfc,

5000 the Day We croffed the Spey^ under 
the Command of Lord y^ Vrummond^ 
and that the Chevalier and the reft of his 
Army were thea at Invernefs : After I 
had got thefe two Fellows tied together 
with my Horfe-Collar, they proved very 
tfoublefome to drive, 4nd 1 had above 
tWQ Mites over a Moor to eb with them 
td our Army,, who were then encamped 
at* Nmrn 5 which before I enter'd^ I 
had Occafion to go through that Wing of 

our 
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Apfn^ of the CamfbiiU df JUm, auxi a finall Sca^Port 
Town. 
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our Army where the Old Buffs were 
pitching, and my Prifoners were con- 
demned to various Deaths by the Old 
Buffs's Wives. I delivered ray Prifoncr 
to the Provoft, and in the Evening went 
and drefs'd the wounded Highlander 5 by 
this Time the Quarters were all taken up, 
fo that I did not get to-hed the two 
Nights the Army lay there. 

On Tuefday the 15th oi Aprils I74^> 
being his Royal Highnefs the Duke*s 
Birth- Day, the Rebels to make a Bon- 
fire on that Occafion, fet Fire to and 
burnt Fort Augiiftus ; and expe<Sling to 
find us merry, they marched in two Co- • 
lumns to attack us in our Camp, the one 
under the Command of Lord George 
Murray^ the other under Lord Leiioi^ 
Gordon \ but they not arriving in due 
Time (our Men being got under Arms) 
they returned without making us a 
Vifit. 

On the 1 6th, we marched from Nairn^^ 
betwixt Four and Five in the Morning, 
with our Foot divided into three Co- 

E e Colunans, 
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Columns, of five Battalions each ; the Ar- 
tillery and Baggage followed the firft 
Column on the Right -, our Cavalry 
covered the Left Wing^ and compofed 
the fourth Column : After we had march- 
ed about eight Miles, our Advanced- 
Guard perceived the Rebels at fome Di- 
ftance, making a Motion toward us on 
the Left. This was a Point we ima- 
gined the Rebels would ftrive to gain, as 
we had the Sea on our Right, and the 
Hills on our Left; therefoi-e this Rule 
was obferved in all our March, that the 
Horfe covered the Left Wing. On No- 
tice of the Rebels Approach, we imme- 
diately formed ; but finding they were 
yet a good Way off, and that their whole 
Body did not move forwards, we put our- 
felves into marching Order as before^ and 
coutinued it until within half a Mile of 
them, where we made a Stand to recon- 
noitre their Situation and form our Army j 
we having a Morafs on our Right, which 
fccured our Right Flank 3 the two Regi- 
ments of Dragoons covered our Left in 
order to fall upon tlie Rebels Right ; 
Kihgjlons Horfe \yere ordered to the Re- 

fcrvc^ 
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Crve ; four Companies of our Highland- 
ers were on the Left with the Dragoons ? 
the other Eight were ordered to guard! 
the Baggage > the ten Pieces of Cannonr 
were difpofed two in each of the Intef- 
vals of the firft Line j and in this Difpfo- 
fition we continued for about 'h^lf ^t$ 
Hour, As I had the Honour of being a 
Volunteer under hi^ Royal Highiiefs, apd 
of Confequence at Liberty to chufe'mjr 
own Station, I, had taken* Poft in the 
Front of Lord Coiham's Dragoons ', vfheft 
the Lord Ancram was pleafcd ,to affe tt^ 
If I charged there to Day ? as knowifif 
that I had at feveral Times before jolhel 
theDiikeofi?/;z^>«'s Horfe; Itoldhffc 
Lordfhip, That I intended to take mijr 
Chance with that Regiment To-Da^^. 
His Lordfliip then wifhed me good Sub- 
cefs.. During the Time we remained ih 
this Pofition, I obferved a Man ftandirig 
by the End of a Houfe, about half Way 
between the Rebels Army and ours, 
whom I fuppofed to be a Rebel recon- 
roitering us; on which I drew one bf triy 
Piftols, and was riding off towards him ; 
but being called back by M^r Shebatiy 

E e 2 to 
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to know where I was going, I turned 
and told him, pointing to the Man -, he 
deiared me to take Care how I came up 
to .that Houfe, for as I did not know 
what Number of Rebels might be in it, 
ijHras in Danger of being fhot 5 but as I 
was a Volunteer, he faid> he would not 
hinder me to proceed; however, he can-, 
tioned me not to go beyond it, for that i 
might be in Danger of being taken Pri- 
iboer. I humbly thanked him for the Care 
he had for me, and gallop'd off; but when 
I came to the Houfe, 1 found none there 
but the Man who lived in it, who ap- 
peared to be a Friend, and gave me what 
Information he could. Between our Lines 
apd that Houie I could gallop my Horfe 
all the Way, bnt the Ground forward 
appeared to be foft and marjfliy : 1 had 
there a good View of the Rebels, who 
were formed into a Line, with CuUoden^ 
Houfe on their Left, and their Right ex- 
tended to a Park-Wall, within which 
it appeared to be good hard Ground. I 
fiw them clofe to the Right, as if thev 
iatended to bring their greateft Strcngtn 
there > on which I returned to my Sta- 
tion, 
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tion, and gave an Account of what 'OH- 
fervations I had made:: At which Time 
his Royal Highncfs was pleafed to addrdfe 
the Officers and Soldiers who were neaiv 
eft to him (and ordered it to be publiihed 
throljgh the : Battalions) in the folkyvr*^ 
ing Manner:

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At this Time our Army being form- 
ed, we moved to the Houfe at which I 
Jbad been ; near which was the Place of 
A^on ; and finding that the Morafs on 
our Right was jended, which left that 
Flank uncovered, the Rebels outftretch- 
ing ua^ his Royal Highnefs immediately 
firdcred Puitenafs Regiment from the 
Referve to the Right of the Royals^ and 
1ik^fiori% Horfe, with about fixty of Gob^ 
bam\ who had been patrolling, to co- 
ver the Right Flank, commanded by 
M^-General Bland \ the Left: Flank 
was commanded by the Lonl^iucrism f 

1^ 
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the Center by the Earl of Albetfiarle : tfift 
iecond Line by Major- General Hn/f:e ;. 
the Referve by Brigadier Mor daunt \ and 
kis Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumber-- 
landy by whofe Diredlion our Army was 
formed, was on the Right ; and Lieute- 
nant^General Hawley on the Left. In 
this Difpofition, fome Time was fftent 
in ftriving who iiiould gain the Flank j 
at which Time a heavy (howcr of Rain 
came on, which was very difcouraging^ 
remembring the Falkirk Affair; but at 
this Time we had the Wind, which was 
of fome Comfort. 

His Royal Highnefs having fent Lord 
Bury forward^ within a hundred Paces of 
the Rebels^ to reconnoitre fomething thiafe 
appeared like a Battery, found it to bie 
fevcral old Walls ^ behind which the* 
Rebels were pofted^ and from whence,;' 
about One o'clock^ they began to fife 
upon us with their Cannon. At thfe^* 
Time the Weather grew fair : Bftt: - 
their Cannon being ill fcrved, and as^ 
badly pointed, did us little or no Da- ' 
mage. Ouc& joined in Concert^ . which ' 
. w made 
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made a ftfange Slaughter-hbufe of the 
Rebels Battery, and began their Confu- 
iibn: They not liking that Way of Fight- 
ing, came running forward in their fu- 
rious wild Way on our Right, where his 
Royal Highnefs had placed himfelf to 
receive them, imagining the greateftPufti 
Would be there. They came down three 
feveral Times within a hundred Yards 
of our Men, firing their PiiVols and'bran- 
<iifhing their Swords ; but our brave 
Soldiers appeared as if they took little No- 
tice of their Bravado's. After thofe feiat 
Attempts, they made off, and imme- 
diately their whole firft Line came down 
«pon our Left : Their Right fomeWhat 
<)ut-flanked Barrel's Men, which was 
our Left ; but Bligh's and Semple's Regi- 
ments, from the fecond Line, gave a 
linart Fire upon -thofe that out-flanked 
Barrel's^ and foon repulfed them : Then 
a Body of the Rebels threw away their 
Mufkets, and engaged Barrel's Men 
Sword in Hand, in a noify, confus'd, 
tumultuous Manner, and preffed fo hard, 
that they made a fmall Breach in Barrets 
£rftLinei which \yas in an Inftant made 

, up 
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Up. They killed Lord Robert Kerr^ and 
feventeen of our Men there : But the 
Rebels paid dear for this rafli Attack, for 
of about 500 of them who enter'd this 
Breach, I believe there was not a fingle 
Man of them that efcaped. At this In- 
{IkSiXil General Hawley^ with four Comr 
panics of the brave Campbells^ had broke 
down the Walls of a Park-Dike (at 
which Place we loft two Captains ^a4 
five private Men of that Party) throudj 
which our Dragoons paiTed, under w 
Comnund of Lotd Jhcram : At tihie 
fame Time an Officer with si Vatty 
jo£ Lord Mark Kerr'% Dragoons, were 
fent to diflodgc a Party of the Rebels 
that were lurking under the Walls^ fking 
at us, where three Dragoons were killed. 
We loft but one of Lord Cobbam's Men> 
,whQ was ftiot clofe by me, attheRifiqg 
of the Hill, where we fell upon the 
Right Flank of the Rebels fecond Line, 
while Kington's Horfe, who behaved 
well in the Aaion, with fixty of a^/^^w's 
Dragoons, wheePd on their Left, being 
led by Major-General B/anJ ; then we 
fooa knocked off many of their Bonnets ; 

at 
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;at.the Sight of which, their Mock Prince 
whed^d off and fled, and his Clans fol- 
lowed him ; fo that he had then the Ho- 
nour of being in the Front, which he led 
on with fo much Courage, that he crofs'd 
the River at the nearcft Place to the 
Hazard of drowning, and never ftop'd 
nor look'd behind him until he got to Atrd^ 
Lord Lcvat's Houfe 5 where he ftaid all 
Night. His Royal Highnefs gave Or- 
ders for Lord Ancram to purfue with the 
Horfe, and there was much knapping of 
Noddles i which he did with fo good Ef- 
fcdt, that above 500 were killed in the 
Purfuit, and a great many Officers and 
Soldiers were takeo Prifoners. In their 
Tlight I came up with a pretty young 
Highlander, who called out to me. Hold 
your Hand, I'm a CambclL On which 
I afked him, Where's your Bonnet ? He 
reply'd, Somebody have fnatched it off 
my Head. I only mention this to (hew 
how we diftinguifhed our loyal Clans 
from the Rebels ; they being drefs'd and 
equip*d all in one Way, except the Bon- 
net 5 ours having a red or yellow Crofs 
of Cloath or Ribbon j theirs a white 

Cockade 
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Cockade: He having neither of thefb 
Diftind:ions, I defired him, if he was a 
Campbell^ to follow me, and I would 
have him taken Care of, being (lightly 
wounded, which he promifed ; but on 
the firft Opportunity gave me the Slip. 

This Day's Adlion was crowned with 
a moft glorious Vi<5lory j which I thinlf 
would nave been more compleat, had 
their Mock Prince, with all his Clans^ 
engaged us : It alfo would have faved the 
Trouble of much hanging afterwards, 
and of Confequence been a Lofs to the 
Hempen-Manufafture ; for as there were 
but two of our Foot Regiments on the 
Left of our Front-Line engaged, all th^ 
Reft of the Officers and Soldiers had very 
little Share in the Aftion, who defir'd 
nothing more than a general Engagement, 
every one of them being in high Spirits, 
and willing to exert themfelves in their le- 
veral Stations, Who could do otherwife, 
when animatt31>y the Prefence of fo brave 
a Commander ? That ordered all the 
Difpofitions, perhaps, as juft as the Mind 
of Man could conceive i whilft the Rebels 

minded 
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minded ^ very little Order or Difciplinc, 
'throwing down their Firelocks, and en- 
gaging with their Broad-Swords, in a 
wild, confusM Manner, againft our Sol- 
diers Bajronets, who were alfo fupported 
by a quick and wcU-timed Fire playing 
upon thofe giddy Rebels. In the End, our 
Firelock and Bayonet, fo far exceeded 
dieir Broad Sword and Target, that there 
were killed pf the Rebels that Day in the 
Field of Battle, and in the Purfait, above 
"2000, whilft ourLofs in the whole did 
not exceed 50 killed. We likewife took 
all their Artillery and Baggage, confiffing 
of 22 Pieces of Cannon and 8 Swivels, 
1 90 Broad Swords, 2500 Mulkets, 1 500 
Alufket- Cartridges, 1019 Cannon-Shot, 
500 Weight of Muiket-Shot, 27 Barrels 
of Gunpowder, with 22 Ammunition 
Cans, ^c. We alfo took 350 Prilbners; 
but if we had known that they had received 
Ilridl Orders before the Battle to give the 
Duke's Troops no Quarter, we (hould 
not have troubled ourfelves with making 
fo many Prifoners, 

The 
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The Prlldner of ^ the gre^iteft Note 
taken that Day, was the unhappy Lord 
Kilmarnock. Four of their principal 
Ladies alfo fell into our Hands, viz. Lady 
Ogilvie^ Lady Gordon^ Lady Kinhch:, and 
hzAy Maclwitojh^ who was at thye H^nd 
of .the Clan of that Name. The Ladies, 
after Tea, were preparing to drefs for a 
Ball ip the Evening, expefting the Rebels! 
had gain'd the Victory ; but the KingV 
Red Coats were fo rude as to interrjmpt 
them, and lead them up a Dance they did 
not expeift.

^ Enfign yobn Mackay^ of the Earl of 
Sutherland's Militia, having kept a pri- 
viate Intelligence with Ibmc Perlbn in his 
Lordlhip's Houfc at Dun-Robin^ he 
l^ave an Account of their fetting out for 
the intended Deftrudion ^ Mackay ia- 
ibrmed the loyal Clans thereof, who to 
Ward off this threatened Blow, aflembled 
jlrtd polled themfelves in private Places ; 
the Rebels purfuing their Defign, pail 
tfiem undifcovercd, and was followed by 
the Earl and fome other Chiefs. Mackaj 
having received the proper Signal from 
the Top of'tlie Tower of that Houfe, 
ran with 26 Men down to the Water of 
Golfpy ; as the Body of the Rebels,, con- 
lifting of about 400, had march'd fome 
Diftance before Lord Cromartie^ &c.

to his Afliftance, fell upon the Rebels 
in their Return to Dun-Robin^, wJiq 
perceiving the Militia coming down 
from the Hills in fuch Numbers, and 
defpairing of Succefs, direftly made the 
bell of their Way to the little Ferry ; but 
hord Sutherland* B Men purfued them f^ . 
clofe, that by drowning and firing, they, 
killed about fifty of them, and took 1 64 
Prifoncrs ; after which, they returned to 
Dun-Robin, where Mackay diredly aj[ke4. 
Leave to fpeak to the Earl of CromartJe y- 
which being granted, he told him plainly^. 
That if he did not furrender the Houfe, 
the Numbers that were without would, 
blow it up. Lord Cromartie afkcd half 
an Hour to confidcr of it 5 but on finding

In their,Diet, Apparel^ andr FioiifebWfJ 
Furniture, they follow the Parfimoijy of* 
the Antients; they provide 'tlieir Dbtfey^ 
fifliihg and hunting,' and boil their Plefl^ 
as I have already faid, in the PAUBch or 
Skin of the Bcaft : While. they hunt 
they eat it raw, after fqueezing out Uhe 
Blobd ; and when they bleed their Czf^ 
tie, which is generally twic;e a Year;

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.His Royal Highnefs ifiued out a Pro- 
clamation, requiring all Magiftrates and 
Officers of the Law, to make Search for 
and commit fuch Perfpns when found, 
in order for Trial : tQ fcize and fecure 
their Arms J and to take Informations 
from the Miniffers of the Eftabliihed 
church of Scotland^ touching the Be- 
haviour of the inhabitaots within their 
refpeftive Parifhes y and of the Haunts 
and Places of Abode of fuch Rebels as 
might be lurking in their feveral Neigh- 
bourhoods, &c. Not with {landing the 
Prifoners that wefe firipp'd oiF from In- 
perne/sy the Prifons continued full with 
others that were daily fcndiiig in. The 
Prifoners at Aberdeeriy Montrofe^ Sterlingy 
and Perth^ were, likewife filled.
